LETTER FROM MOROCCO) 


(Editor’s note: The following 
was sent in from Tommy Hall 
K4SDC/CN8 in Port Lyautey- 
Kenitra, Morocco. Tommy was 
our SKIP correspondent for Key 
West last year. Read on.) 


“Bill Wright (CN8GJ), Navy 
Chief Petty Officer and his per- 
sonal amateur radio station 
played an important role in or- 
ganizing rescue operations after 
the Adadir, Morocco earthquake. 
Wright, a native of St. Louis, 
Missouri is stationed at the Na- 
val Air Station, Port Kyautey- 
Kenitra, Morocco. 


A few hours after word of the 
tragedy, Wright was in contact 
with another amateur in South- 
ern Morocco and was able to 
guess estimates of the gravity of 
the situation. He then bundled 
up his rig and flew to the French 
Naval Air Base about 5 miles 
ontside Agadir. Within 40 min- 
utes after arrival the equipment 
was set up and messages were 
moving to Port Lyautey. For 18 
horrs this was the only American 
communications link to organize 
the big airlife rescue operations. 
Most of the messages were con- 
cerned with requests for sup- 
plies, information on the number 
of wounded aboard evacuation 
planes, so the ambulances could 
be standing by, and coordination 
of plane flights and troop move- 
ments. 


Wright and his buddy Walt 
Jones (CN8GI) a Navy First 
Class Petty Officer from Pres- 
ton, Conn. kept the rig going as 
a stand-by facility after the of- 
ficial radio was installed. Wright 
and Jones went without sleep for 
about 48 hours during the first 
emergency stretch. 


I highly recommend Bill 
Wright CN8GJ and Walt Junes 
CN8GI for the FLORIDA SKIP 
AWARD. Both of these boys 
have already received recogni-

HAM’S PLEA MAY 
SAVE DYING CHILD 


The above headline appeared 
in the Sunday, April 3rd, The 
Miami Herald. The story by 
Gene Miller tells the true story 
of how V. Mayree Tallman, 
K4ICA, a member of the Flori- 
doras, started the search for a 


brain surgical instrument. Here 


is the story. 

“A rare brain surgical instru- 
ment — the only one in Miami— 
was flown to Havana, Cuba Sun- 
day, April 8rd, in hope of saving 
the life of a dying 10-month-old 
infant. 

Jackson Memorial Hospital 
doctors packed the instrument 
for shipping late Saturday night 
— after the plea for help was re- 
layed in a near-fantastic link of 
ham radio operators. 

All day long Saturday (April 
2nd) a ham operator in Havana 
tried futilely to radio Boston for 
help, believing Boston was the 
only city likely to have the in- 
strument. 


A Caracas, Venezuela ham 
(YV5ACd) overheard the at- 
tempt. 


Saturday evening a woman 
ham operator in Miami, Mrs. 
Vera Mayree Tallman, (K4ICA) 
was trying to reach St. Louis. 
The Caracas operator heard her, 
intercepted, and told her of the 
plight of an unnamed Havana 
child suffering with water on the 
brain. 

Mrs. Tallman is married to Dr. 
M. H. Tallman, a Mercy Hospital 
phisician. The name of a Havana 
doctor was relayed and Dr. Tall- 
man promptly telephoned Ha- 
vana. 

The Instrument needed: Pu- 
dens ventriculo atrial shunt, a 
brand new devise which estab- 
lishes drainage between the brain 
and mastoid. It is 3 feet jong 
and was constructed only last 
year. Dr. Tallman then iele- 
phoned Jackson’s chief brain sur- 
geon and learned the hospital 
had ‘one. Dr. Tallman said he 
would. buy the instrument if nec- 
essary.” 

Editor’s note: I talked to Dr. 
Tallman today (April 21st) and 
he still has not heard the out- 
come of the operation. He did 
buy and ship the instrument at 
his own expense.

CLD TIMER’S CHAIR 
Hank McMurria, W4TAS 


In Bradenton, Florida there is 
atransplanted Michiganer 
whose radio activities date back 
Beetarase1911. He is E.-H. “Kd” 
Bremer of Douglas, Michigan 
who now calls Florida his home 
for most of the year. 

Ed lives in the same trailer 
park as his long time friend Roy- 
al Dickson, W8FDQ who hails 
from nearby Saugatuck, Michi- 
gan. Dick was responsible for 
getting Ed back into ham radio 
after a prolonged absence. 

Ed’s first introduction to ra- 
dia was back in 1910 when he 
had a chance to visit the old 
Clark Wireless Company’s sta- 
tion in downtown Detroit. Later 
he visited the United Wireless 
station at the foot of Grand 
Boulevard where the operators 
were Ross Keever and Chuck 
Beals. 

He built his first station in 
1911. It consisted of a one inch 
spark coil, glass plate conden- 
ser, straight spark gap, and he- 
lix. The antenna was a four wire 
“LL” shaped affair supported by 
ten foot spreaders, about forty 
feet above ground and approxi- 
mately 200 feet long. 

The receiver was composed of 
a loose coupler, silicon detector, 
variable condenser with a fixed 
condenser across the ear phones. 
An E. I. Company’s electrolytie 
interrupter was used in the pow- 
er line to furnish the power and 
his ca’l at the time was his ini- 
tials EB. 

‘In 1912 Ed was licensed 8DG 
and held that call until 1917. In 
early 1913 he received his 2nd 
grade commercial operators li- 
cense and in 1914 his first grade 
license. James F. Dillon, a well 
knowr name in FCC circles, gave 
Ed both examinations and licens- 
es and Ed recalls his disgust at 
the lack of knowledge of elemen- 
tary p-iysics. 

It was in 1913 that Ed put to- 
gether his 1 KW rig that con- 
tained a full kilowatt closed core 
transformer, Clark plate conden- 
ser, rotary spark gap and oscil- 
lation transformer. The receiv- 
er showed few changes since the 
DeForest audion tubes were 
available only to a very few. 

During the year 1916, Ed op- 
erated commercially on the Great 
Lakes at the close of his fresh- 
man college year. He _ served 
aboard t-e Eastern States, West- 
ern States and the City of De- 
troit IJ. He recalls his first ex- 
perience with a woman »perator. 
He was visiting via air with the 
Canadian station at Sarnia, On- 
tario and saying “good night 
om” cnly to have the operator

come back with “This isn’t OM, 
it’s OW.” That preceded the 
era of yl’s and xyl’s. 

Ed states in his letter that 
t-en, as now, the chief pleasure 
to be derived from wireless tele- 
graphy was in making new 
friends. He was fortunate in 
making many, although many of 
the old timers have joined the 
silent keys. He knew a number 
of the real pioneers in the game 
and prizes very highly a letter 
that he has from one of them. 

To go back to Ed’s 1 KW rig 
in 1913 and quote from a letter 
to tze Editor of CQ magazine of 
July 1957; 

“For a time I was the proud 
owner of the old Marconi sta- 
tion wireless shack. Dad and 
Mother saw that I was an incur- 
able case and bought the little 
building for me and had it moved 
to our home at 301 West Forest 
Avenue in Detroit after the Mar- 
coni Company’s tower blew down. 
It was obout 10 by 12 feet in 
size and sheathed in corrugated 
iron. When the 1 WK transmit- 
ter was turned on, beautiful 
sparks could be drawn to the fin- 
gers of anyone touching the side 
of the building with surprising 
results.” 

Ed dropped out of the ham ra- 
dio game in 1917 and did not 
get back into it until 1955 at the 
insistance of his good friend 
W8FQD/4. Both Ed and Dick 
picked the same trailer park to 
set up their Florida home and 
practically use the same antenna, 
their trailers are so close loge- 
ther. 

To quote Ed, “As a retirement 
hobby, radio can’t be beaten and 
I know of no other state where 
hams are so uniformly courteous 
and friendly; It is no wonder 
that I look forward to getting 
back to Florida each autumn and 
also reading of ham activities 
there in Florida Skip.”

(A commercial Aeronautical 
Radio Station - Miami.) 


Seated at a telephone/teletype 
position near the radiotelephone 
vperators is the ATC liaison man 
wno torwards to ATC the posi- 
tions copied by Radio Operators, 
many of which are amateurs. 
Tnis man also accepts clearances 
and instructions phoned him by 
ATC and gives them to the radio 
operators for transmission to 
aircraft. 

Radiotelephone operators copy 
aircraft reports an dmessages on 
a teletype machine and by means 
of pusn-buttons the machine is 
connected instantly with any of 
a dozen printers located on the 
premises of the airline com- 
panies. Thus the airline dispat- 
cher receives without delay co- 
pies of transmissions to and 
from his company aircraft. 

On all radiotelephone trans- 
missions, this station is identi- 
fied only as “Miami”. 

There are two point-to-point 
CW -operating positions in the 
station which maintain hourly 
schedules with five other sta- 
tions. The first of these two po- 
sitions contacts three Brazilian 
stations each hour, one of them 
in Rio de Janeiro and the other 
two: in Belem. Varig Airlines, 
Aerovias Brasil, Scandinavian 
Airlines and the Military Air 
Transport Service account for 
the greater part of the traffic on 
tais circuit. Transmission is 
generally on 21900 Ke (KIK57) 
during tne daytime and on 11635 
Ke (KIC47) at night. 

The second CW point-to-point 
position maintains round - the- 
clock QSO with station ZDY, 
Nassau, Bahamas and with sta- 
tion CMM, Camaguay, Cuba. 
Transmissions are usually on 
8100 Ke (KIC42) daytime and 
on 2848 (KIC48) or 4057 Ke 
(KIC40) at night. Note that in 
all cases, operation is cross-band; 
ie, transmission and reception on 
different frequencies. 

The teletype section of this 
station is essentially a cross-ov- 
er point between various airline 
communications systems or be- 
tween parts of the same system. 
It is a relay center in the strict 
sense. 

Our interconnection with other 
teletype stations may be of vari- 
ous kinds. In the simplest in- 
stance, sending and receiving 
machines at “MIAXA”, the tele- 
type address of this station, con- 
nect with the send-receive ma- 
chines at the airline offices. Or 
our machines may constitute a 
drop on an automatic distribu-

tion system controlled by oth- 
ers; or may be control station on 
still other circuits. Most cir- 
cuits, including radioteletype op- 
erate at 75 wpm, some at 100 
WPM and others at 60 WPM. 
Machines are arranged in banks 
in order that certain operators 
may be assigned to monitor 
checking and collecting and dis- 
tribution of receiving tapes, 
others to feeding these tapes in- 
to the appropriate transmitting 
machines. Although direct au- 
tomatic connection has supplant- 
ed manual tape operation for the 
bulk of traffic handling, the 
ever-growing volume of aeronau- 
tical traffic keeps manual rout- 
ing at a high level.

6 METER SSB IN FLORIDA 
Pat Ferro WA4WAQ 


The first eight days of May of- 
fered some of the best band 
openings for sometime. On May 
6th the band was open most cf 
the day. On May 7th the open- 
ing started at approximately 
0900 EST until 1200 hours. Num- 
erous Wl, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 9 Sta- 
tions were heard and worked in 
the Miami area. 

A significant increase in SSB 
Stations were heard in contrast 
of the openings of last year. 
K40CK and W4WAQ worked 7 
SSB Stations from the W 1, 2 
and 3 areas. W2AXU running 
only 3 Watts output had an ex- 
ceptionally good signal and was 
worked for about 20 minutes be- 
fore signing for other DX con- 
tacts. 


From the number of AM Sta- 
tions worked and the number of 
Stations answering SSB CQ, it 
appears that many 6M Stations 
are having little difficulty in 
learning to tune SSB. In a sub- 
sequent article, some interesting 
phases of SSB will be discussed. 

DX openings to South Ameri- 
ca in late afternoon and early 
evening have been very goud. 
Puerto Rico, 9rgentina, and Ura- 
guay have been putting through 
strong signals in the Miami area. 
Taese Stations are all on AM, 
but were able to copy SSB. FE- 
LIX, KP4CK, should be on SSB 
in the next few days, and wili 
probably be the first to be heard 
in this area. 

KP4AAN just purcaased in 
Miami, a Johnson 6 and 2 Thun- 
derbolt, and should also he heard 
on SSB real soon. A number of 
KP4s have indicated they were 
getting ready to go SSB shortly. 
Reports on the performance of 
the elven element TELREX SPI- 
RALRAY BEAM at this QTH, 
during band openings have been 
most gratifying. When Stations 
in QSO for 10 to 20 minutes re- 
ported fading from 4 - 6 S Units, 
our receiver here showed a drop 
of not more than 2 S Units on 
their signals and most of these 
Stations were low power in con- 
trast to the 1KW from this 
QTH. This beam performs best 
on receiving signals from other 
Stations using horizontal polariz- 
ation. However, the spiral effect 
of the elements considerably im- 
proves the reception of vertically 
polarized signals over the use of 
straight beam.

6 METER SSB IN FLORIDA 
W4WwAQq 
SSB? 


Pat Ferro, 
What Is 


This is a question often asked 
the SSB stations. We shall try to 
give a simplified answer, 

First of all, SSB is not a brand 
new mode of transmission. It was 
introduced about 40 years ago, 
but due to lack of commercially 
available gear for the ham, it was 
used mostly by the military and 
commercial companies. Amateur 
interest was stimulated in the 
late forties when an article in the 
G.E. Ham News described the 
SSB, Junior. This was the proto- 
type of the well known Central 
Electronic 10A SSB exciter. 

Even as late as 1954 we found 
only a handful of SSB stations 
on the “upper 10KC (14.290 - 
14,300 MC.)” of the 20 meter 
band. With the introduction of 
the B & W 5100 transmitter and 
the B & W 51SB generator, the 
first compact SSB package was 
built in VFO. This was further 
implemented, by the Collins KW- 
S-1 and conversion kits for the 
average 100 watt AM transmit- 
ters. The SSB ranks began to 
swell to unbelievable numbers. 

This tremendous influx of SSB 
stations got another shot in the 
arm with the introduction of the 
Hallicrafter’s 170 Watts HT 32 
sideband transmitter. New SSB 
receivers moved along at about 
the same pace. Older ones were 
being equivped with signal sli- 
cers, and Q multipliers, and pro- 
duct detectors. By 1958, all ama- 
teur frequencies up to 2 meters 
were getting a goodly share of 
the sidewinders. The 20 meter 
band, however, was the most hard 
pressed for space and as of March 
10, 1960, the FCC allocated an 
additional 50 KC on the 20 meter 
band for SSB and AM use. 

This will give one some idea 
of the rapid explosion of the SSB 
stations amongst the AM and CW 
stations in less than 10 years. 
All of the big manufacturers have 
been, for the past 3 years, fea- 
turing SSB gear and less of AM. 

What accounted for this trans- 
ition to SSB besides the availa- 
bility of equipment? 

Well, the story you will hear on 
20, where most of the old timers 
in SSB hang out, is about like 
this: 

“Joe, what is this SSB?” 

“To tell you the truth Frank, 
I don’t know exactly how it 
works. I know one of the side- 
bands is suppressed. That’s why 
they call it single sideband sup- 
pressed carrier.” 

“Oh, I see, Joe, but what I 
don’t understand is how you can 
transmit without a carrier. I 


thought the carrier was necessary 
to convey intelligence.” 

“Well, Frank, that’s what most 
people think. But you know that 
if you remove the carrier at the 
transmitter and reinsert it at the 
receiver — you accomplish the 
same thing. In other’ words, 
Frank, when you transmit SSB, 
you suppress either the upper or 
lower sideband and at the same 
time you eliminate the carrier 
because the only thing the carrier 
does is cause heterodyne inter- 
ference.” 

“TI don’t follow you Joe, will 
you give me that again?” 

“Well, Frank, suppose you take 
an AM signal — it has three 
parts, upper sideband, carrier, 
and lower sideband. Now, if you 
wish to suppress one sideband 
and the carrier, you have a single 
sideband suppressed carrier or 
SSB. Simple, ain’t it?” 

“Yeah, Joe, it’s simple, but why 
can’t a lot of the boys copy SSB 
on their receiver?” 

“They can, Frank, if they pro- 
vide some means of adding or 
inserting some carrier in their 
receiver when they receive a SSB 
signal.” 

“Oh, now I get it. The receiver 
is adding back the carrier that 
was left off the sideband signal.” 

“That’s right, Frank.” 

“But, Joe, what does all this 
accomplish ?” 

“Well, Frank, first’ of all, it 
cuts the amount of space occu- 
pied by you signal in half and on 
a crowded band — that’s a big 
help. Also, it increases you ERP.” 

“What’s that, Joe?” 

“It’s Effective Radiated Pow- 
er. Another thing, SSB has the 
ability to cut through atmospheric 
interference and has less selec- 
tive fading of the signal.” 

“Joe, if SSB is so good, why 
did it take so long to get estab- 
lished ?” 

“Well, Frank, it’s like I said, 
— the equipment was not com- 
mercially available at a reason- 
able price and only a few well 
versed hams had the real know- 
ledge to build the equipment. 
Getting back to the receiver, 
Frank, tne reinsertion of the 
carrier at the receiver can be 
done in a number of ways in or- 
der to copy SSB. 

Two of the simplest means is 
by using the BFO on the receiv- 
er, the same as when a CW sig- 
nal is being copied. The other 
— A VFO operating at the same 
freguency as the signal. 

Step one in copying SSB on 
older receivers is to tune in the 
SSB signal for maximum S me- 
ter reading in the AM position. 
Next, reduce the sensitivity (RF 
gain) control to approximately 
half and increase the audio gain.

HINTS & KINKS 


Kere are a few extra uses for 
the popular “reflected power and 
OWR bridge.” 

1. Monitor phone or CW by 
adding a closed circuit jack in 
place of meter. 

2. RF probe added to input, 
(a coax with two turns of no. 
14 insulated wire) makes it 2ood 
for checking TVI leakage, also 
field strength indicator. 

3. Add an RF amplifier and an 
ant. and you have a more sensi- 
tive field strength meter. 

4. Also good for designing 
ants. and tuning to resonance, 
antenna with a grid dip meter as 
a transmitter and the SWR box 
as receiver. 

5. Audio output power can also 
be checked without making any 
noise. 

6. Checks modulation too — 
as needle kicks.

Step three, turn off AVC and 
shift the AM - CW switch to 
CW. 

Step four, tune BFO pitch 
control or VFO very slowly un- 
til speech becomes clear. 

That’s all there is to it. Once 
this setting has been established, 
it should not be necessary to re- 
set it for copying other SSB 
signals. If VFO, receiver, or S- 
SB is not stable, it may be nec- 
essary to retune only the main 
tuning dial to clear up the sig- 
nal. Try it on an old receiver. 
You'll be surprised how well it 
works.”

Un- 
fortunately all areas were not 
able to operate on the network. 
and this did not permit a full 
evaluation of the system. There 
were many errors made and. 
many things learned, and that is 
of course, the basic reason for’ 
these drills. 


The use of VHF in the 6 me-. 
ter and 2 meter bands once again 
proved the effectiveness of these 
frequencies to handle the com-— 
munications requirements within | 
tue counties but also between 
counties. Wee need to expand 
the use of these frequencies to 
tae limit and establish regular 
operating networks in every 
county possible. This could add 
materially to the regular traffic 
networks operating on the lower 
frequencies, and relieve some of 
the congeston so prevalent there.

The new 
cable is 64% owned by the A. T. 
& T. Co., the remainder by the 
French Ministry of Posts and 
Telecommunications, and con- 
nects into the telephone networks 
of France, Belgium, the Neth- 
erlands, Switzerland and Italy. 
The cable takes its place along 
side of 21 existing telegraph ca- 
bles between Newfoundland and 
Scotland, all under the waters of 
the North Atlantic. Deepest 
point is 15,000 feet. Total cost? 
A mere $40 million.

S.W.R. BRIDGE VS. THE 
XYL’S ELECTRIC IRON 
By Dick Adcock, W4GL 


(Editor’s note: We are hon- 
ored to have such an authority 
on antennas as Dick Adcock 
W4GL write an article for SKIP. 
He said he’ll have another one 
on mobile whips at a later date. 
You’d better read the following 
over twice. Dick brings out 
many good points). 

For the purpose intended, the 
S.W.R. Bridge is an _ excellent 
item to have around, but the 
random conclusions being arriv- 
ed at from the readings of these 
bridges leaves one a little weary. 

The S,.W.R. Bridge was de- 
signed as a Monitor unit, it only 
knows the condition existing at 
the point of insertion in the line, 
AND it does not have the ability 
to discriminate between a com- 
plex impedance (resistance and 
reactance) and a pure resistance. 


The XYL’s electric iron prob- 
ably has a rating of something 
like 660 watts (at 115 volts AC) 
although not exactly accurate, 
but we assume that the current 
would be a shade under 6 Am- 
peres if we neglect the reactive 
component and assume pure re- 
sistance. This says 660 Watts 
divided by 6 amps at 115 volts 
equals 19.1 OHMS. Now dig up 
a healthy capacity that is ad- 
justable (something like you use 
in tne output of the PI-Net Cir- 
cuit), hook this condenser in se- 
ries with the cord to the lectric 
irun and connect to the output 
side of your S.W.R. Bridge. Now 
fire up and calibrate. By care- 
ful tuning of the condenser (if 
sufficient capacity), you will 
find a point where the S.W.R. is 
one to one, or zero. Now try 
and work the guy in the next 
block with this perfect match. 
From what we know, we have 
good reason to suspicion that the 
pure resistance is something near 
20 OHMs but our Bridge says 
52 OHMs on the button, or what- 
ever it is calibrated for. This is 
just a home demonstration of a 
complex impedence consisting of 
something like 20 OHMs of re- 
sistance in series with a reac- 


tive component equaling 52 
OHMs of complex impedance and 
the Bridge can’t tell the differ- 
ence. There are numerous com- 
binations of resistance and re- 
actance that will equal 52 OHMs. 
(If you disagree, try two irons 
in series with the condenser and 
you will find by adjustment of 
the condenser, you can still get 
zero S.W.R.) 

Now, how’s your Antenna? 

If you put the S.W.R. Bridge 
right at the Antenna terminals 
and don’t louse up things doing 
it, you will read the complex 
impedance load (rarely pure re- 
sistance and true S.W.R.) This 
ain’t practical, so hook the trans- 
mission line to the Antenna, and 
get down on solid ground and 
have another look. Chances 99 
to nothing it won’t read the 
same. The only time it will read 
the same is when the Antenna 
looks like a pure resistance of 
52 OHMS, or when the line is an 
exact electrical (Not mechanic- 
al), % wave, or multiple of half 
waves, long. (22 feet, 10 inches 
for 14,300 K.C.) ete. So, unless 
the pure resistance exists at the 
Antenna terminals, the poor 
Bridge is now loused up with an- 
other factor — the line. 

A transmission line is only 
flat when terminated with a pure 
resistance equal to its surge im- 
pedance) (52 etc. OHMS). 

— AND — 
a flat line is flat, regardless of 
its length. 

SOs 
If you really want to know what 
goes, get yourself a true half 
wave of line (or multiple) and 
then your Bridge will see what is 
truly at the other end (An- 
tenna). 

— REMEMBER — 

A true half wave of line repeats 
what is on the other end. 

— AND — 
a true quarter wave of line in- 
verts, what is on the other end. 

Now that you are on the other 
end of the 4% wave line and the 
Bridge may read 1 to 1, or zero 
S.W.R. you are not out of the 
woods because you don’t know, 
and neither does the Bridge, that 
you are looking at. a pure resis- 
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tance or some combination of re} 
sistance and reactance that com 
bines to look like 52 OHMS. a 
expense R. F. Bridge (G. R 
916A, etc) will tell you right of:

PHOTOSTATS OF LICENSES 


It is permissible to reproduce 
by photostatic process the ama- 
teur radio operator and station 
license. (At one time these were 
two separate documents, and it 
was not permissible to reproduce 
the operator authorization.) A 
Photostatic copy is not legal au- 
thority for the “operator aspect” 
since the original operator li- 
cense must always be in an op- 
erator’s possession according to 
FCC Rules. However, photo- 
static copy can be used as sta- 
tio nauthorization — for exam- 
ple, in a mobile. Copying is per- 
mitted, per sec. 12.25 of FCC’s 
amateur rules. This provision 
can be quoted to any firm ques- 
tioning the propriety of making 
a copy: “No recognition shail be 
accorded to any photocopy of an 
amateur operator license; how- 
ever, nothing in this section shall 
be construed to prohibit the yho- 
tocopying for other purposes of 
any amateur radio operator li- 
cense.”

HOW TO GET 240 VOLTS 
FROM YOUR PU-58 
By A4RRH, N.C. 1 


Several of my MARS members 
were fortunate enough to receive 
the Pu-58 generator. It delivers 
120 volts AC at the “Trouble 
Light” Outlet, and 120 volts AC 
at the Output terminal marked 
240 volts AC and 120 volts, ete. 

To get the generator to deliver 
240 volts, make the following 
changes on the terminal inside 
the panel. Remove the 2 screws 
at the top of the panel; the panel 
will hinge down. In the lower 
left hand corner look for a ter- 
minal strip with numbers 20, 21, 
22 and 23 on them. You will find 
20 and 21 connected together, 
and 22 and 23 connected togeth- 
er. Remove these shorting bars. 
Now place one shorting bar 
across terminals 21 and 22. Re- 
place the wiring as originally 
wired. You now have 240 volts 
across the two outside terminals 
on the output and 120 volts from 
either side to the center tap. No 
other changes are necessary.

It is relatively 
simple to outline a face and set 
two ears, eyes and a nose, but 
it is the lines that are added 
here and there that give charac- 
ter to the picture as a whole 
and make it come alive. This is 
true in making up a weather 
chart, especially under rapidly 
changing conditions such as oc- 


cur during the approach of a 
tropical storm. Sudden turns may 
be discerned from quick changes 
of barometer and wind direc- 
tion and the path of a storm may 
be far more accurately plotted. 
So check your barometers for 
accuracy, rig some kind of a 
wind direction indicator that 
you see from your position and 
don’t sit on your thermometer. 
As many of you know it is inter- 
esting to see how much differ- 
ence a few miles can make in 
readings and when they are set 
down and connected by a line a 
picture takes form at once. 

The Boys and gals up Dayton- 
Ormond way are hard at work 
already and it sure looks like 
they mean business this year. 
Better make your minds up to 
go and make reservations before 
Elinor Village fills up. This issue 
should be out in plenty of time 
for you to make plans. Be sure 
and be there and we’ll tell you 
all about it in September SKIP 
which I sure hope that you re- 
membered to renew your sub- 
scription for yet.

PEA SIZED RADIOS 


(JQLF, Lockport, N. Y.) .The 
concept of molecular electronics 
may lead to cevelopment of a 
emplete receiver the size of a pea. 
Development of this concept may 
mean the eventual elimination of 
such comporents as resistors, ca- 
pacitors, dicdes and transistors. 

The technique which will be us- 
ed was recenily demonstrated by 
the U.S.A.F. and the Westing- 
house Electric Corporation in 
Washington, D.C. Semiconductor 
crystals are grown in the form of 
long, thin, near-perfect ribbons, 
or dendritic strips. The strips 
can be incorporated into finished 
semiconductor devices without 
intermediate material processing 
of any kind. 

Westinghouse scientists have 

grown multizone crystals called 
“functional electronic blocks”, 
that provide the basic building 
blocks required in molecular elec- 
tronic systems. Each one is a 
complete functioning electronic 
sub-system. 
A variety of these electronic sub- 
systems are vastly more reliable 
tran the most advanced electronic 
devices in use today and as much 
as 1000 times smaller. 

Recently demonstrated by 
Westinghouse was a pre-amplifier 
which was the size cf a match 
head. Also demonstrated was a 
water sized direct current power 
amplifier that requires only the 
energy fr°m a flashlight beam to 
control 40 watts of power for two 
12 volt automobile headlights.

SOMETHING NEW? 
by John Rhodes, W4SRK 


Since the days of spark, and 
loio p modulation, wireless com- 
munications have made rapid pro- 
gress through AM, FM and CW 
modes. 

Many thought that the ultimate 
was reached with single sideband, 
but a new field has opened and is 
being pioneered by T/Sgt Jerry 
Green, K4UBR, of the AACS 
Squardron at Eglin Air Force 
Base. 

Its called Single Encabulation, 
SE for short. SE at the present 
time can only be used on the lower 
amateurs bands because it utilizes 
the principle of negative fre- 
quency. 

The encabulation generator, 
first built by T/Sgt Green, has 
41 monastically spaced grouting 
brushes, mounted on a base-plate 
of prefabulated amulite. This is 
surmounted by a malleable loga- 
rithmic casing in such a way that 
two spurving bearings are in a 
direct line with a pent ametric

at mid July with sporadic E 
showing itself many times the 
past month. K4PPX, Fran 
Adams, Fort Lauderdale, was an- 
other Florida station who pick- 
ed up the state of Colorado dur- 
ing the June VHF contest.

Con- 
ditions should improve during the 
latter part of July and through- 
out August, since this time of 
the year is peak for meteor ac- 
tivity, which always improves 
ionospheric scatter conditions.

i Jim Frye, W2JD, isin the 
tFishing String” business (Mara- 
non Line) and one day I mention- 
td that I couldn’t find any good 
lacing cord these days. A few 
lays later the postman arrived 
With a package from Jim and 
mong other things, two large 
tpools of 90 pouna line. Now f 
on’t lace that many cables and 
} don’t fish that much, so I had to 
Jind a use for Jim’s products so 
| decided that if I could find some 
blank fiberglass rods, I would 
tart winding some whip anten- 


nas. Jim told me quick where to 
get the rods and that started a lot 
of trouble. 


My lathe was not long enough 
to take the rods, so I borrowed 
the tail stock and hooked one end 
of the rod on it. I put the one- 
half inch electric drill in the vice 
and used it to turn the rod with. 
Rigged up an old “VARIAC* plac- 


ed within reach, to control the 
speed, then started a _ classic 
“*Rube Goldberg” production. 


Well, to make a short story, I 
wound a lot of whips and spent 
days making measurements, I 
top loaded, bottom loaded, in be- 
tween loaded, loaded all the way, 
spaced and unspaced the wind- 
ings, — I even tried silver ploted 
wire and the best I could come up 
with, when mounted on the most 
favorable position on the car, was 
A LOUSY 30 OHMS, radiation- 
loss resistance and all. (But guess 
what, I could over or under wind 
the coil a little so that I got a 
reactive component in addition to 
the R, and my SWR bridge would 
Saws len ontosl)s 


From reading I gathered that a 
coil is a lousy radiator, so I got 
out the “Q” meter and started 
measuring the “Q” of the differ- 
ent rods I had wound. The “Q” 
said that there was a slight dif- 
ference in the “staggered” wind- 
ing method but nothing worth 
bothering about. From this, I 
made up the final whip which has 
the winding spaced a_ constant 
equal to the diameter of the wire 
(almost — I used number 18 ena- 
mel and Jim’s 90 pound test line 
to space with) while this mess 
was turning in the rigging’, I 
gave it several coats of clear 
“Krylon”. Tae completed product 
checked LOUSY. This got me to 
wondering about the fish line be- 
ing saturated with the Krylon, so 
I unwound the line after the Kry- 
lon had dried out good and mea- 
sured again. My suspicions were 
well founded, I now had the best 
whip I had measured — but still 
just 30 ohms at zero reactance. 


Maybe I will do better some 
day, but in the meanwhile, if you 
want to do better than 30 ohms 
at resonance, you will have to go 
driving around with a 16 foot 
whip for 20 meter mobile. That 
WILL GET A LOT OF DIVOR- 
CES — QUICK.

LAKELAND ARS 
BURNED OUT 


A bolt of lightning lashed out 
of a severe thunderstorm Monday, 
July 11, and touched off a blaze 
that leveled the two story frame 
barracks building at Lodwick 
Airport which was the home of 
W4BOW, LARS.

Within two 
hours, the building which had 
served as home for W4BOW for 
the past two years, was reduced 
to a tangled mass of charred 
timber and ashes. 


W4BOW would have sufefred 
a total loss had the equipment 
been in the building but fortun- 
ately it had not been returned 
after completion of Field Day 
exercises. The equipment was 
taken to the home of LARS pres- 
ident for repair and alignment.

WHAT’S NEW IN HAM GEAR

HINT & KINKS

Here is a Hint & Kink on solv- 
ing the change of fequency on the 
six meter dial.

On the HQ-110 
when it is adjusted out of the cab- 
inet, the dial changes about fifty 
ke. after the case is replaced on 
the chassis. Instead of using a 
metal plate which is not the exact 
same reading as the cabinet. I put 
a quarter inch hole in rear of 
chassis at convient spot near the 
power line installed a rubber 
grommet and through the rubber 
grommet installed a one eighth 
inch brass rod covered with insu- 
lating tubing to about two inches 
from the inner end, not insulated 
place into the fifty me. osx. coil.

An auxiliary relay was added 
to switch the plus 12 volt fila- 
ment circuit on when the normal 
relay circuit is energized by the 
closing of the mode switch on 
the KWM. 


These circuits were brought 
out to a heavy duty terminal 
strip, with the terminals num- 
bered to correspond to the 516 
KE. power supply terminad strip 
so that a bit less confuseion 
would arise when “Wedding” the 
two units. 


The HP-10 delivers about 640 
volts from the high voltage tap 
when loaded to 200 MA. and this 
rises to over 700 volts at no 
load. The duty cycle with SSB 
appears to be low enough to hit 
peaks of 200 M.A. plate cur- 
rent to the 6146’s without ex- 
ceeding the average load limit, 
while drawing 60 watts from the 
300 volt tap and as the power 
capabilities of the 6141’s is more 
dependent on screen voltage than 
on the exact plate voltage, satis- 
factory operation is obtained. 


The success of this modifica- 
tion gave me further ideas. The 


“floating”, unloaded during the 
receive periods was an objection 
and I also felt that I would like 
a little more margin on the rat- 
ings which would permit some 
heavier loading. 


A second HP-10 was assembled 
and used for the high voltage 
supply only. This unit required 
no modifications as the relay cir- 
cuit was connected to the 516 E. 
terminal so that the vox relay 
circuit of the KWM actuated it 
and therefore unit number 2 
operated only when transmitting. 
This made a steady 200 M.A. at 
plus 650 volts available for the 
final tubes. The bias tap, the 300 
volt taps were not used on this 
unit. 


The two units, regulator cir- 
cuits, auxiliary relay and 516 E. 
type terminal strip were mount- 
ed on a single chassis. I had a 
Heath mobile tray on hand, which 
I used for this purpose and it 
worked out very well. 


Total cost, just a little over 
$100 and for a supply good for 
240 watts continuous and over 
300 watts, in SSB, this appears to 
the writer as at least a fair an-

WILL YOU SURVIVE 1961? 
Guernsey Curran, W4GJI 


In my wanderings I have found 
that most of us are interested in 
RACES or emergency communi- 
cation related to Civil Defense 
can afford only limited time to the 
effort. The result is that we try 
to cram such highlights of the 
specific plans and procedures as 
we can in not too long and quite 
infrequent sessions. Thus we sel- 
dom have time to learn anything 
about the overall picture of civil 
defense, its purposes or even the 
roots from which it stems. We 
are going to try to project a sum- 
mary of the basic factors. 


First: What is Civil Defense? 
It is the National effort to pro- 
tect the people of the United 
States in the event of an attack 
or a national disaster. The Na- 
tional Plan is promulgated in ac- 
cordance with the law. It is writ- 
ten for the purpose of establish- 
ing non-military courses of action 
to be adopted from the Federal 
level right down to the very 
smallest municipality, as well as 
the role the individual citizen 
must play to enable the nation to 
survive and recover. Every man, 
woman and child in this country 
is effected one way or another. 


Let’s take a look at a Florida 
road map. Concentrate for a 
moment and envisage a blast with 
the colossal power of from 5 to 10 
million tons of TNT exploding 
in your area followed by a pattern 
fallout extending away for miles 
as it is carried aloft. Think of 
the devastation, death and des 
truction at the center of impact 
and then carry along with the 
various radiation intensities of 
this fallout as they progress to 
the outer rim of the pattern, and 
which we must protect ayainst 


by adequate shielding and/or 
movement. Where there is still 
the living fear, panic and shock 
prevail. There must be control 
by definitive thought and action. 
Countless lives must be saved by 
well ordered rescue, medical treat- 
ment and evacuation. There must 
be firm hands available at once 
to calm and restore order and 
then, lead the way to safety. This 
is the first step in survival and 
where and how to go becomes 
paramount through knowledge —- 
knowledge which can be gained 
only through preparedness for 
any contingency. 


After survival must come re- 
covery — a re-establishment of 
life continuance so that in all 
parts of the nation we shall be 
able and ready to rebuild in every 
sense. This will require deter- 
mination which in itself must be 
bred from knowledge and leader- 
ship and the ability to evaluate 
the available resources and to set 
in motion their most judicious 
uses. Obviously this can be ac- 
complished only by true continu- 
ity of government in all of its 
forms, at all of its levels at what- 
ever seats may be established by 
various prearrangements to fit 
the problems incident to the cris- 
is. 


Local government will have un- 
der emergency conditions the 
most awesome and immense res- 
ponsibility of any level of govern- 
ment. It is here that the attack 
will first strike and that the bulk 
of both State and Area plans must 
ultimately be executed. The ac- 
tions of local governments, taken 
in the aggregate, will make the 


difference between life and death 

and between order and chaos. 
Under the basic plan the nation 

is divided into regions and again

into states thereof, each of which 
draws a State Plan. Under the 
Florida Plan the counties are are 
divided into six political subdi- 
visions such as Southern, Gulf, 
Central, Northeast, etc. which are 
designated as Operational Areas. 
Each of these has a Survivai 
Plan for the group of counties 
contained and from this each 
county draws a plan from which 
in turn is drawn a community 
plan from which directly affects 
its populace. 

The object of all these plans is 
to assist government at all levels 
to reach operational readiness for 
any emergency and to provide 
each and every person, before, 
during and after emergency with 
instruction which is essential to 
survival and recovery. 


Everyone must be completely 
aware of the full scope and dan- 
ger of the threat and be certain 
of how to meet it effectively. 


Under our State Plan the coun- 
ties are designated as ‘target’ or 
‘support’. At best these deter- 
minations can only be made by 
means of the current speculative 
evaluation of enemy intent and 
there must be flexibilty here and 
latitude there, for support must 
be alert as a possible target in 
case of a stray and vice versa. 


However, the entire scope of 
all levels of operation must he 
positively in the framework of 
Government and all exigencies 
must be met forthwith according- 
ly, for this is the law. 


We in communications often 
feel that our phase of any opera- 
tion is of supreme importance. 
True, we cannot go far without 
intelligence and communications 
is essential therefor. Neverthe- 
less, it is obvious that communi- 
cated intelligence is of little value 
if, upon its receipt by authority, 
there are no prepared resources 
available to effect any remedials 
or implement constructive action. 


Let us consider, then, what 
must be integral inorder that a 
planned and beneficial ultimate 
may result. 


We encounter a burst with 
little or no warning. What must 
we have planned to go into im- 
mediate effect? Control must be 
immediate — we must have Po- 
lice, Fire fighters and Rescue 
teams. Radiologists must com- 
mence evaluation along with the 
Weather men. The pattern must 
be established as rapidly as possi- 
ble so that a determination may 
be wisely made for an evacuation 
movement. The planned methods 
and routes must go into effect 
and transportation and _ supply 


| 
| 
forwarded. Now we must ha 
communication to impart intel) 
gence to the Civil Defense autha 
ities and again from them to t 
agencies in the field and above ; 
to the people. This requires car: 
ful, competent coordinated pla 
ning. 


So, through fire and debris ai 
confusion we forge our way ¢ 
and away from contamination © 
an area of safety and the aid thi| 
has been planned for us there, 3 
hope — and, perhaps we surviv 
What now of our health and we 
fare? There are those left behit 
in such emergency hospitals st 
tenable — others, Doctors, Nt 
ses and the Red Cross are alon 
with us. Where is our suppl 
We need water and food, clothi 
and bedding and tents — ani 
above all — Faith. So where 
our clergy? Their place with 1 
has been planned and they 
here among us. 


Ahead lies the future — wh 
does it hold for us? We lea 
that a seat of government for 
Area has been established. 
sources such as food, clothing 
implements, fuel etc. are froze} 
and ready to be rationed as pla 
ned. Administration has provid | 
a continuity of government am 
the normal course of the law

THE UNBELIEVABLE DONE 


Two events of extreme signifi- 
cance to amateurs interested in 
the UHF portion of the spectrum 
took place on consecutive days in 
July. On the 20th California to 
Hawaii was bridged on 432 mc, 
and the next day a_transcon- 
tinental QSO via the moon was 
made on 1296 me. 


KH6UK and W6NLZ have been 
running nightly tests on 432 Mc, 
hoping to duplicate their record 
breakthroughs on 144 Me in 1957 
and on 220 Mc in 1959. On July 
20 W4NLZ heard KH6UK on 432 
Mc for a period of hearly 7 
hours. When first heard at 2010 
PST the signal was weak and 
fading into the noise, but it built 
up to an S88 level by 2300. It re- 
mained strong for about an hour 
and then dropped off steadily 
until the test was terminated at 
0340 PST. Receiver trouble at 
KH6UK prevented two way com- 
munications on 432 Mc. With no 
signals for test purposes he had 
no way of knowing of the defi- 
ciency, and by the time the trou- 
ble was found and corrected the 
opportunity for two way work 
had passed. The path was open 
again the evening of the 21st, 
but with much weaker signals. 

On June 17, months of work 
paid off for W1FZJ, Medfield, 
Mass, when successful moon 
bounce tests were made on 1296 
Mc. with W6HB, San Carlos, Cal. 
These preliminary tests were 
followed on June 21 by two way 
communication on 1296 Me CW 
between WIBU, station of the 
Rhododendron Swamp VHF So- 
ciety and W6HB, operated by 
members of the Eimac Radio 
Club. Signals were held over the 
2700 mile path for several hours 
on both occasions.

(This is a story of how 
some 14 Miami amateurs get 
in their required 40 hours a 
week on the key or mike 
operating.

MIAXA operates a total of 
8 radioteletype circuits most of 
them at 75 WPM and others at 
60 WPM. Two circuits, to San 
Juan, Puerto Rico and Mexico 
City are four-channel electronic 
“MUX” and provide direct con- 
nection for the airlines to and 
from their own teletype systems 
and between offices such as Dis- 
patch or Operations and Reserva- 
tions. Riddle Airlines, for ex- 
ample, through their own tele- 
type network and IBM machines 
exchange Telebills (Air-Express 
Waybills) between cities in the 
United States and San Juan, 
Puerto Rico. A single MUX chan- 
nel usually serves for liaison and 
the handling of miscellaneous 
Six RTTY circuits operate with 
dual-frequency shift and automa- 
tic sequential equipment which 
provides maximum speed of traf- 
fic handling and direct connec- 
tion between airline systems and 
offices. 


All teletype circuits are con- 
trolled from a Supervisor’s con- 
trol position equipped with a 
complete jack field at which all 
circuits can be “patched” and 
monitored. One large panel pro- 
vides visual and audible alarm 
on all circuits and push-button 
control for stopping traffic, in- 
serting printer monitors and key-

board machines for the purpose 
of talking to the operators at 
other stations, inserting tape 
transmitters for hourly identifi- 
cation signals, “FOX” and “RY” 
tapes during frequency changes 
and maintenance adjustments. 

The Supervisor’s control posi- 
tion is also equipped with tele- 
type distortion “counters” which 
alarm when distortion approach- 
es the “garbling” point. A “dis- 
tortion analyzer” oscilloscope is 
used to check causes of distor- 
tion and this scope is also used 
with a teletype printer to moni- 
tor our own transmission and 
other _ stations’ transmission 
through a Collins 51J4 receiver. 
The receiver is also used for 
monitoring interference and the 
operation of voice and CW cir- 
cuits. 


Other indicators and controls 
at the Supervisor’s position in- 
clude indicators operated by the 
final output of all RTTY trans- 
miters, emergency power indica- 
tors and manual over-ride con- 
trol, transmitter and _ receiver 
controls, main and standby MUX 
equipment and a RTTY standby 
transmitter.

a. In order to avoid inter- 
ference and to provide antenna 
room, transmitters are located 
several miles from the station 
and receivers are likewise “re- 
moted”. Control of this equip- 
ment is by means of telephone 
cables. Diversity cable routing is 
used plus spare lines which in- 
sure uninterrupted service. Au- 
tomatic emergency power is pro- 
vided by gasoline-engine-driven 
generators which cut in auto- 
matically on failure of city pow- 
er. The control point is similar- 
ly safeguard. 


b. Various non-directional type 
of antennae are used on air- 
ground frequencies for trans- 
mitting and receiving with fixed- 
tuned receivers on each frequen- 
cy at the Remote Receiver Site. 
Rhombie transmitting and re- 
ceiving antennae are used on 
most point-to-point CW frequen- 
cies and on all RTTY circuits. 
Radioteletype receivers are fixed- 
tuned on diversity Rhombics and 
long wire VEE’s. 

c. As to transmitters, all HF 
air-ground and CW transmitters 
are 3-kilowatt or 1 KW. 400 watt 
standby transmitters are avail- 
able for use in event of regular 
transmitter breakdown. VHF 
transmitters are 200 and 300 watt 
main and 50 watt standby. All 
radioteletype transmitters are 
5-kilowatt.

THE FLORIDA DX CLUB 

The Florida DX Club was 
founded in May 1959, as an out- 
growth of the South Florida DX 
Association. It is a co-opera- 
tive — competive” type of DX 
club, which seeks, through inter- 
change of DX information to bet- 
ter its members’ DX standings. 
Through “landline” calls, or mail- 
ed bulletins, members are kept 
advised of any new or rare DX 
activity. In addition, the club 
compiles lists of each members’ 
accomplishments for distribution 
to the other members, so that 
each can know what the others 
need to complete certain awards. 
From time to time the club pub- 
lishes unusual QSL addresses, so 
that all members are aware of 
these. 

The Club issues two Awards: 
The “One Kilo-W”, available only 
to DX Stations, and the “Flor- 
ida — Dx Award”. 

The Club itself, by its member- 
ship requirements and by its 
special requirements for holding 
office in the Club, seeks to be an 
incentive to DXers. All mem- 
bers of the Florida DX Club are 
also DXCC members, and this, 
along with residence in the State 
of Florida, is a basic require- 
ments for membership. To hold 
the office of Chairman or Vice- 
Chairman, the member must have 
a DXCC score of 200 or more, or 
have won a Section DX Contest 
Award, or hold at least five 
recognized Dx awards. 

Once a year, the Club makes an 
award to the member who, in the 
opinion of the membership, has 
made the most outstanding ac- 
complishment in DXing during 
the preceding year. 

Dues are nominal, two dollars 
per year, payable July Ist, and 
are used to cover cost of mail, 
stationery, awards, etc. New 
members joining between July 1 
and December 31 pay $2.00 and 
those joining between January 1 
and June 30 pay $1.00.

Your correspondent has _ re- 
ceived letters showing the rapid- 
ly growing interest in wide band 
FM on VHF. Most of this inter- 
est has stemmed of late from 
the recent availability on the 
market of complete mobile or 
of commercial gear for as low as 
$15.00 on up. This’ includes 
transmitters of outputs up to 30 
watts. Why has so much equip- 
ment of this type suddenly ap- 
peared on the market? Simply 
because the FCC has outlawed 
wide band FM for most commer- 
cial installations. These sets, 
and very good ones too, are 
available, from the various dis- 
tributers and dealers as well as 
local two way radio service men. 
A very good article on this sub- 
ject appeared in July, 1960 QST. 
The real impact of this article 
hits one after he sees the excel- 
lent equipment that is available 
at give away prices. Sets can 
be purchased that will operate in 
the 50MC or the 144MC bands, 
with little or no modification. 
Mobile operation of this kind is 
rapidly growing throughout the 
country. It is without question 
the best type of modulation for 
such mobile work on VHF. I 
have been asked to work out a 
common frequency for use 
throughout the state. I strong- 
ly suggest that this equipment 
be set up on 147.3 MC. This is 
the general trend throughout the 
country. It is still low enough 
to include RACES authorization 
and will allow Novice and tech- 
nician operation.

DTZ, Ed, W4ZFO and Bumpy, 
W4WGR. 

Case W4NGR alerted the Sem- 
inole Red Cross Chapter, and 
stood by to handle traffic to that 
area. Ernie, K4GHL was dis- 
patched as a mobile to check on 
flooding conditions in the south- 
west area, Ernie #K4HXP over- 
ated at the Red Cross as W4PLB, 
Bob, K4TTZ, operated at the 
Sheriff’s office to relay calls for 
assistance phoned in there. Ace, 
K4AKQ relayed traffic from 
Chief Pennington of the Orlando 
Fire Dep’t, and the Orlando Po- 
lice Dep’t. 

Hal, W4BKC and Ev,K4UIZ 
were sent as mobiles into the 
flooded area adjacent to the Hold- 
en ST. School where they helped 
to coordinate the evacuation of 
60 Negro families, in a bus rro- 
vided by Mr. Pipkin of the Civil 
Defense Rescue Service.

Evacuees from the Northeast 
sector were quartered at the Da- 
vis Park Motel and the Che rry 
Plaza Hotel, courtesy of the res- 
pective managements. 

George, W4PWW was flooded 
out of his home and sustained 
considerable loss _ in household 
furnishings and personal possess- 
ions. Dave, W4TOD found that 
the water had inundated his ham 
shack, along with seepage of oil 
from a nearby underground stor- 
age tank, wotta mess.

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FLORIDA 6 METER SSB 
PAT FERRO - W4WAQ 


Activity on 6.Meter SSB for 
the past month has been limited 
to mostly within the State. Only 
four openings during the early 
evening hours have been observed 
for durations of 10 to about 20 
minutes. Signals, in most instan- 
ces, both for the SSB and AM 
were in the S4 intensity, with the 
longest of these lasting approxi- 
mately 3 minutes. Reports re- 
ceived by mail have indicated tnat 
the kilowatt SSB signals from 
this station have been heard in 
the W1, 5, 8, and VE areas. Be- 
cause of the lower power being 
used by these stations, the sig- 
nals were not picked up at this 
QTH in spite of the use of the 
11 element Telrex Spiralray beain 
at approximately 50 feet and re- 
ceiving on a Johnson 6 and 2 
converter, tied to a Collins 75A4. 

It is belived in the coming year 
on Band openings that more 
higher powered stations will be 
on 6 meter SSB, which would 
mean longer and more frequent 
openings. This station has re- 
ceived a number of requests for 
the P and H 6 meter Transmit- 
ting Converter from hams desir- 
ing to use their 10B and 20A 
sideband generator for use on 6 
meter SSB. 

In a future article a schematic 
of this converter will be outlined. 

The P and H 600A transmitting 
converter is a 36 megacycle het- 
erodyne units, which can be used 
with any 14 to 18 me transmit- 
ter or exciter, such as the 20A, 
10B, HT32, or any signal sideband 
transmitter exciter. If the exciter 
is capable of more than 20 watts 
of input, such as the HT32, the 
B and W 5100, the 32S1, the GSB 
100, all must be equipped with 
some type of power atenuator in 
order to reduce the 100 watts out- 
put to approximately 10 watts. 
The 386 megacycle transmitting 
converter requires approximately 
10 watts of drive and delivers up 
to 10 watts of output on 6 me- 
ters. 

As a mixer amplifier a 6360 
is used and the output is tunable 
between 49 and 55 me. 

This particular unit and unts 
built from this design have been 
in use locally and have done an 
outstanding job on local contacts 
as well as on DX openings. The 
transmitting coverter can be used 
for AM as well as SSB and ther- 
fore could be hooked up to the 
DX or the DX 35 or other AM 
transmitters for conversion to 
6 meters. 

The above unit requires 300 
volts and 100 MA DC, megative 
150 volts regulated bias and 6.3 
volts at 1.5 amp.

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THE CARE AND FEEDING 
OF MESSAGES 


Our little discourse for your 
edification this issue has to do 
with the “Ham Traffic Gratis” 
or third party message as origi- 
nated, relayed and delivered by 
the thousand and one amateur 
radio stations throughout our 
United States and posessions. As 
the ( Hi! Hi!) “scientific” name 
implies, “Ham Traffic Gratis,” 
is just that. It originates with 
some Ham operator who puts it 
“on to” a traffic net for delivery 
to most any place in the state 
or nation. But do you know there 
is a definite care that must be 
shown to these delicate bits of 
information as transmitted by 
you and me and a “whole rath” 
of others like us. 

It usually starts this way. 
“Can I/you send a message to 
my sister, brother, aunt, friend 
in New York, Chicago, Lower 
Slobbovia, Chitlin Switch Cor- 
ners?” I don’t know the address 
but —,” Stop! Right there, 
friend. Get that complete ad- 
dress! Be specific whether it’s 
Street, Avenue, Drive, Lane or 
Alley or what have you. Make 
sure of direction, i. e., N.W., S. 
W., etc. This is important in 
most large cities because of the 
way the city is divided up into 
sections for ease of mail delivery. 
So, get all the address you can, 
too. Even a telephone number 
will be a big help. 

No attempt will be made to 
discuss the preamble of a mes- 
sage other than to say, “make 
it accurate as to number, check, 
time and date.” Some fellows be- 
gin the number of the messages 
they originate at the beginning 
of each year. Others begin a new 
number each month. Whatever 
system you have, just remember 
not to have originated two or 
more messages with the same 
number. Be sure of the check 
count. If in writing a message 
you would put only five words 
or groups on a line how simple 


it would be to add up the lines’ 


and portions thereof to get the 
group count. Remember, too, that 
no two messages should have 
the same time if originated by 
you on the same date. 

Now the name and address to 
whom the message is intended is 
very important. The name Jones 
should give you no trouble but 
Smith could be spelled SMYTH 
and Johnson could be Johnston. 
If the name is unusual in any 
way — Spell it out or ask to have 
it spelled out. Nothing is more 
embarrasing than to call some- 
one on the “land line” and say 
to them, “I have a message for a 
Mr. Ryan Patterson—,” only to 
be told, “— don’t know anyone 
by that name but we have a 


Bryan Peterson.” Maybe the mis- 
take was due to the QRM! More 
than likely you as the sender 
or receiving station did not in- 
sist on being exacting enough on 
this message. Be _ specific! It 
only takes a second longer. Watch 
out in giving individual letters. 
Our alphabet system has the dis- 
advantage in sounding pretty 
much alike when it comes to the 
lettersiA™ J.) Ky ore By GreD Ee 
G, P, T, V, Z and some of the 
others. It sure would be nice, 
too, if all the hams who pass 
traffic on phone would adopt the 
same phonetics in saying indi- 
vidual letters. Joe Dokes uses 
Able, Baker, Charlie for A, B, C, 
while John Doe uses Atlantic, 
Boston, China, etc. for his. But! 
Oh, my gosh! when you hear 
Alpha, Whiskey, Zulu — “That 
does it.” Here again, try to be 
accurate. 

Now! How long should a me3- 
sage be? Since our service is 
free, don’t let your “customer” 
run away with the thing. Mes- 
sages of thirty, thirty-five groups 
are long enough. Avoid unnec- 
essary words and phrases. You 
be the judge of this. Why say, 
“Had a jolly old trip from your 
domicile to our country estate,” 
when ‘“—arrived home safely” 
would do. Better yet, use the 
ARRL numbered texts in the 
back of your log book (the ARRL 
log, of course) where possible. 
Watch the personal angle of the 
message. If some ardent boy- 
friend wants to send his girl a 
message with a lot of “gushie” 
“T love you—” just tell him that 
a lot of people will hear this and 
it might be a little embarrasing 
to the recipient as well as the 
ham operator. Of course, there 
was the ham operator who de- 
livered such a message and ended 
up by marrying the girl. 

This traffic handling is a lot 
of fun and a very nice service 
to your friends and neighbors and 
even people you may never know, 
but don’t in a zealous attempt to 
rack up a large score for mes- 
sages handled by you and your 
station grind them out in a hap- 
hazard manner. Even though 
they are “free” give them every 
consideration for accuracy and 
promptness and see how many 
times you are paid with, “thank 
you, oh so very much.” 

(Editor’s note: Instead of wast- 
ing time reading this, get ARRL’s 
pamphlet on message handling.

DONNA SLAPS FLORIDA 
AMATEURS 


After 10 years of near misses 
Florida finally caught a real 
live hurricane. Dear old Donna 
will be long remembered by hund- 
reds of Florida amateurs who put 
in thousands of man hours setting 
up and maintaining emergency 
communications throughout the 
state. A full size book could be 
written on Donna and still the 
complete story could not be told. 
Those of you who were monitor- 
ing our Florida Emergency Net 
frequencies know the Florida 
amateurs did their best. Every- 
thing didn’t run smoothly as in 
our JOCO VII drill in Everglades 
City last month. K4PMF/M and 
K4MAQ4 from Miami can tell you 
it was a much different story 
when they got there. 

Donna brought down hundreds 
of antennas, trees, turned over 
trailers, tore off roof tops, flood- 
ed homes, cut off communications, 
smashed electrical systems, drove 
thousands of people to Red Cross 
shelters, broke water mains, turn- 
ed over automobiles and small air- 
planes, washed out bridges and in 
general raised havoc. 

Red Cross and Civil Defense 
units all over Florida swung in- 
to action as the hurricane ap- 
vroached the mainland. Tony 
Poulos, K4ENN called ye editor 
and offered to take his complete 
emergency station to the Keys. 
Miami Red Cross requested him to 
on to Tavernier, which he did. K4- 
ENN arrived the evening before 
Donna and was the only communi- 
cations throughout the night and 
all the next day. Here are a few 
messages, in part, he handled: 
“Extensive property damage. No 
known casualties. Tavernier 
Creek Bridge avvroach at south 
is washed out. Tides came in and 
left seawood 8 feet high so can 
not go north. Holding everyone 
in shelters at Tavernier. Approx 
150 peovle in RFA _ warehouse 
and Florida Keys Clinic combined. 
Approx 50 people in Coast Guard 
shelter at Islamorada. U.S. Wild 
Life officer at Tavernier found 
body of a male—not known yet 
whether colored or white. Need 
doctors. Request aerial survey. 
Convoy left Key West headed 
north at 0545 a.m. Includes res- 
cue personnel and equipment, doc- 
tor and medical supvplies. 1 Gen- 
erator and 2 field kitchens. Navy 
to send up 5 heliconters with 
Navy doctors and medical person- 
nel,” 

More messages out of the Red 
Cross in Tavernier were: Two feet 
of water over road at Marathon 
at 2 a.m. Marathon was 95 per 


cent evacuated. They left Fri- 
day morning. Went to shelters. 
Probably not 400 people left in 
Marathon. School at Marathon 
lost its roof and most all rooms 
caved in, but no casualties.” On 
and on messages came, seemingly 
with no end. 


Along the southwestern coast 
Donna rolled on her merry way. 
Everglades City, Naples, Fort 
Myers felt her sting as she tore 
down power lines and broke off 
communication channels. Ama- 
teurs struggled to get their gen- 
erators to run, trying to coordin- 
ate their efforts and establish a 
communications headquarters. In 
time the AREC groups in Collier 
and Lee county got on the air. 
Traffic from Red Cross, Civil De- 
fense, Florida Highway Patrol, 
Sheriff’s Departments and many 
many others started to flow out 
of and into the hard hit disaster 
area. Amateurs worked until 
they dropped from exhauston, 


All the reports are not in, but 
they will be published in the next 
issue as received. We welcome 
them all. Please double space all 
type written reports. 


It would not be true to say all 
amateurs did a great job. That is 
far from being the truth. The 
cld timers in the FEPN and traf- 
fic nets did an excellant job, but 
there were dozens of other ama- 
teurs that caused more damage 
than Donna. Ye Editor has over 
6 hours of taped transmission on 
our Florida nets, and I only wish 


these offenders could hear the 
damage they caused to the people 
who were desperately trying to 
get urgent messages thru. It 
was a sin! 

Due to shortness of time this 
month we plan on carrying a com- 
plete report in the next issue of 
SKIP. This report will be given 
by a professional writer who is 
also a good amateur. Don’t miss 
it.

RADIATION RESISTANCE 
By Dick Adcock, W4GL 


In every type of an antenna 
system, there are two kinds of 
resistance. Loss _ resistance, 
brought about by dielectric losses 
in coils, insulators, wire, grounds, 
etc. and radiation resistance, the 
kind we want. 

With a vertical type antenna, 
such as most mobile operations 
use, there is abundant evidence 
that the ideal vertical would be 
some thing on the order of a 
half wave high and would have a 
ground system consisting of at 
least 120 Radials, each being a 
half wave or more long. Such a 
structure would not be very prac- 
tical for mobile operation, so the 
custom is to approach as near as 
possible, the next best thing a 
quarter wave whip, using the car 
body as the ground system. At 
10 meters and the higher frequen- 
cies, this poses no problem. At 
15, 20, 40 and 75 meters, even a 
quarter wave vertical becomes 
impractical. 

As a starting point, let us state 
that with the ideal one quarter 
wave mechanical height and the 


F.C.C. radial ground, the theore- 
tical radiation resistance at reson- 
ance will approximate 36 ohms. 
Any greater amount of resistance 
must therefore be loss resistance. 
It follows that a shorter mechan- 
ical length will exhibit a lower 
radiation resistance. An 1/8 wave 
would be expected to be about 18 
ohms ete. Therefore, when we 
load these shorter lengths to one 
quarter wave resonance by means 
of coils, condensers, etc, we can 
never expect to get back to the 
36 ohms that a full one quarter 
wave antenna exhibits. Frequent- 
ly one is fooled into thinking 
otnerwise because of the loss re- 
sistance so often added in doing 
the loading. 

The method of loading has 
many schools of thought. Base 
loading is mechanically attrac- 
tive but at the base the coil will 
have higher currents and there- 
fore a higher loss resistance fac- 
tor (1 R) 2. As we move the 
loading up the whip, the current 
goes down and likewise the loss 
except that more inductance is 
required for the same resonance 
that would be required at the base 
where the current is higher but 


the evidence is conclusive that 
the losses are less and the effici- 
ency higher as the loading is moy- 
ed higher. A “Top Hat” capa- 
city anywhere above the coil will 
materially decrease the induct- 
ance required, and further in- 
crease the _ efficiency. At 75 
meters, a fine wire, such as piano 
steel wire may be strung from 
the top of the loaded whip to the 
regular car whip antenna and 
insulated from it with a nylon 
cable clamp, to provide high effi- 
ciency loading. This will about 
reduce the load coil in half in 
most cases and more than double 
the efficiency. 


As a rough guide as what to 
expect in the way of resistance at 
resonance, the writer has made a 
number of measurements on a 
variety of designs at 20 meters. 
With a G. R. bridge, about the 
best one can expect to do, is mea- 
sure something on the order of 
25 to 30 ohms of pure resistance 
and the loading has to be extre- 
mely low loss to attain these fig- 
ures, Again, by juggling the coil 
so as to obtain a complex imped- 
ance, a person can make _ the 
S.W.R. bridge read near 1 to ]

BRIEF HISTORY OF THE 
QUARTZ CRYSTAL 


The Piezo electric effect of 
quartz was first suggested in 
1881. The word Piezo electricity 
means pressure electricity. The 
word Piezo being derived from 
the Greek word Piezein meaning 
to press. This phenomenon by 
which quartz crystals exhibit 


electrical polarity when subjected 
to mechanical pressure was first 
suggested by Coulomb in the 
later part of the 18th Century. 
Is was after the outbreak of 
World War I before serious at- 
tention was given to the practi- 
cal application of Piezoelatres 
crystals. In 1920 the first oscil- 
lator circuit controlled by quartz 
was discovered and patented. In 
1926 station WEAF in New York 
was tae first crystal controlled 
broadcasting station. Since that 
time many circuits and types of 
crystal cuts have been developed 
to a degree that quartz crystals 
now control the time keeping 
equipment of the Bureau of Stan- 
dards as well as the Greenwich 
Observatory; Quartz crystals are 
now being made for equipment 
having a percentage of accuracy 
of 1-1/10 cycle per 1 million OPS 
for constant use year after year. 

For commercial use the best 
quartz is found in Brazil and 
the technique of cutting; lapping 
and etching crystals from the 
raw stone has improved rapidly 
in the past few years. New types 
of cuts make possible low fre- 
quency crystals much smaller 
than before — the Jevelopment 
of the overtone crystal elimi- 
nates the need for additional 
doubling and tripling circuits. 
Miniaturized crystals now being 
made for television and aircraft 


radio are steps ahead in the 
crystal industry. 

Due to the variety of oscilla- 
tor circuits employed by various 
manufacturers of transmitting 
and receiving equipment it is 
difficuit to correlate the crystal 
frequency for every circuit. The 
capacity of the oscillator circuit 
is important as the frequency of 
a crystal will be lowered when 
capacity is added to the circuit.

50MC stations in north Flor- 
ida enjoyed one of the biggest 
tropo openings August 21st and 
22nd to the north that has been 
experienced in a long time. Sta- 
tions as far north as W4FT in 
Wilmington, N. C. were worked. 
K4EXG, K4PZW and W4MBJ, 
all of Jacksonville worked W4FT 
for their first N. C. contact. Also 
several stations in South Carolina 
were worked by these three for 
another new state. 


During this same period 144MC 
was open to Virginia. It seems 
that 144MC is generally better 
by a hundred or so miles during 
this kind of opening. North Caro- 
lina can generally be worked on 
144MC under normal conditions, 
from north Florida. 


The results of the long dis- 
tance relay on 144MC have turned 
out well although the goal of 
Key West to Canada by 144MC 
relay has not to our knowledge 
been reached. 


On August 18th a rather long 
message was filed at Key West. 
Fla. at 2100EST. One hour and 
three minutes later it was re- 
ceived by W4ZXI in Greensboro, 
N. C. and 2 hours and 30 min- 
utes after filing time it was in 
New York, received by W2ESX. 
The message was addressed to 
VE2GQ. The results beyond New 
York are not known. 


On August 21st K4DZP in 
Hialeah, Fla. filed a 16 word mes- 
sage at 2140 addressed to Ve2GQ. 
18 minutes later it was in Aiken, 
S. C. The message died at this 
point because the next relay sta- 
tion did not meet the sked. 

On August 28th K4DZP, Hia- 
leah, Fla. (near Miami) filed a 
27 word message addressed to 


Keyport, N. J. Filing time was 
1945EST. This message reached 
W4KDH in Chatham, Va., just 
44 minutes later. Results beyond 
this point not known. On Septem- 
ber 4, W4RMU, Jacksonville, Fla. 
filed an 8 word message at 2104 
EST. Just 12 minutes later it was 
in Chatham, Va., and one hour 
and six minutes later it was re- 
ceived by W2ESX in New York. 
The message was addressed to 
ARRL in West Hartford. The re- 
sults beyond New York are not 
known. 


These tests definately prove 
the practicability of long distance 
relays on 144MC. The system 
was well organized as far north 
as Virginia, but beyond that 
point organization left much to 
be desired and messages were 
relayed “free lance.” The relay 
points up to Virginia were from 
200 to 800 miles apart. Reliability 
was good with S8 signals over 
most of the route. Both AM and 
CW were used, either being satis- 
factory over most of the route. 
It is hoped that in the future, 
with better organization, even 
more astounding results can be 
obtained. To our knowledge this 
is the first time such lengthy 
relays have been tried on 144MC 
or higher. Reports of similar 
tests tried elsewhere will be most 
welcome.

ANTENNA ORDINANCE 

Tom Cole, K4YCX of Micanopy, 
Florida (Near Gainesville) mail- 
ed in the following “Ordiance 
regulating installation, repair, 
and maintenance of television and 
radio receiving antennas and pro- 
viding penalties for its violation.” 

The report is 17 pages long, 
but Tom underlined the follow- 
ing: Under Definitions “Anten- 
na” as used in this ordinance 
shall mean the outdoor portion of 
the receiving equipment used for 
receiving television and radio 
waves. 


“Permit Required: It shall be 


“unlawful for any persons to in- 


stall, repair, or maintain, either 
as owner or as agent, servant, or 
employee of the owner, or as in- 
dependent contractor for the 
owner, or otherwise, any outside 
television or radio receiving an- 
tenna, any additions to, or radio 
receiving antenna unless and un- 
til an inspection permit shall have 
first been obtained. 

“An inspection fee of $2.00 
shall be ‘paid for each permit is- 
sued under Section 2 hereof. 

“The electrical Inspector and 
his assistants are hereby empow- 
ered to inspect or reinspect any 
wiring, equipment or apparatus 
conducting or using electric cur- 
rent for radio and television re- 
ceiving service in the city.” 

Mr. Cole makes a-note that the 
above paragraph includes “rig 
and all it’s electrical connections 
indoor.” 

“Section 7. It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person to hinder or 
interfere with the Electrical in- 
spector or his authorized repre- 
sentatives in the discharge of 


their duties under the provisio) 
of this ordiance.” 

In other words the boys 
Gainesville way can’t put up 2 
kind of amateur antenna witho) 
a permit (for two bucks) m 
have it approved by their Electr 
cal Inspector and if he wishes } 
inspect your wiring — don’t t1 
to stop him. (Penalties not 7 
exceed $250.00 or by imprisc 
ment.)

Ing. Analyzing the results ob- 
lined in the Florida area by 
ime of our brave pioneers causes 
hall wonder at the increasing 
terest in this new form of 
jopagation. 

jYes, we do mean propagation. 
pcent discoveries reveal that 
MF and UHF signals arriving 
2 long thermal inversion paths 
d even some “local” scatter 
ths have a very high rate of 
riable refraction which is freq- 
INcy conscious, causing audio 
ble beyond recognition. This 
thought to be in effect “freq- 
mncy fold-over,” very similar in 
opagation circles as doppler 
ect but should not be confused 
such, however. 

For many years, CW has been 
epted as the most reliable 
bde for identification of UHF 
d VHF dx-signals. Pulse se- 


quence is used for best Heavy- 
side Layer soundings. Now we 
find SSB playing a new role, not 
merely more punch per watt, but 
greater intelligibility due to in- 
herint narrow band width; ap- 
parently the more narrow, the 
better, provided the voice range 
is not clipped too severely. 

We have asked one of our pio- 
neers in UHF SSB, W4LIP, to 
give us a short story on his 144 
MC rig. To do a complete story 
at this time would probably re- 
quire a complete issue of Florida 
Skip, so we decided to take the 
most important part, his “Z-2 
Converter.” This is a home built 
transmitter converter, operating 
on 382.5. mc, multiplied to 130 me 
(4 x Crystal Frequency), mixing 
with any existing 14 me SSB 
VFO signal to obtain output on 
144 me. Vie says these units are 
not available commercially but 
can be built very easily by most 
hams. His unit is a thing of 
beauty and simplicity. Calibra- 
tion accuracy within lke of the 
SSB VFO ealibration. 

Quoting from Vic’s notes — 
The oscillator is very stable using 
a 32.5 mc crystal. Cathode out- 


put of this oscillator is coupled 
to the pentode grid of the class 
A operated 6U8 to improve sta- 
bility, and adequately drive the 
6CL6 to operate as a quadrupler 
to 150 mec. The 6360 push-pull 
mixer operating on a resultant 
frequency of 144-148 mc has a 
drive requirement of only .45 
watts. This is easily obtained by 
inductively coupling the plate coil 
of the 6CL6 stage to the grid coil 
of the 6360 mixer. The Miller 
coil form bases just touch each 
other at the base for proper coup- 
ling. Both coils are tuned to 130 
me, or the fourth harmonic of the 
crystal oscillator. 

The 14 me VFO injection must 
be good quality SSB, whether 
crystal, mechanical filter, or 
phasing type, and must not ex- 
ceed the .45 watt output of the 
6U8-6CL6 harmonic generator. 

This converter has a measured 
output of 3 watts. This is enough 
to drive any final push-pull 
4X150, 4X250B or 7034 to half 
a kilowatt. This proved adequate 
at W4WAQ to drive a Johnson 
Thunderbolt to a full 500 watts on 
“two.” 

The mixer operates smoothly, 


putting out a clean stable signal. 
Operating directly into an an- 
tenna barefooted will compare 
with most AM transmitters 
having at least four times the 
power output. Forgetting SSB 
for the moment, this is an easy 
method of getting in two with 
the ‘cold 20 meter exciter.” 

The Z-2 Converter is built on 
a BUD CU-2109-A chassis, which 
is only 8” X 6” X 384%”. Mount 
the tubes in a straight line en 
two inch centers. Wire and twist 
the fillament leads first and run 
them directly to the power plug 
in the rear. By-pass carefully at 
the tube sockets and power plug 
as shown in the schematic. 

For users of the P and H con- 
verter on six, you will find this 
unit has the same plug arrange- 
ment and power requirements. 
Our sincere thanks to W4LIP 
for this opportunity to bring you 
the details of this FB unit, and 
we hope soon to hear more about 
his 22 element yagi on a 48 foot 
boom!

A report on CBS radio’s “The 
World Tonight” said “Amateur 
radio has played a key role in 
coping with the storm's attack. 
Ham operators who normally use 
short wave radio to swap gossip 
with “neighbors” across the state 
or half way around the world, 
worked 24, even 36 hours without 
rest. Often they provided the 
only means of communications 
with stricken communities. 


For hours, two hams had the 
only link to the out side from 
stricken Fort Myers. Naples was 
cut off even longer and contact 
with Marathon in the Keys, died 
when antennas went down in a 
salty tide.” 


A later national radio story 
said: “In Naples, a ham radio 
operator had to go off the air 
when trees fell on the car which 
housed his station. Communica- 
tions with the battered Middle 
Keys and the lower West Coast 
are still very sketchy.” 


And another report said “Hur- 
ricane Donna is throwing her 
Sunday punch at Florida. In the 
words of a ham radio operator 
the City of Fort Myers on the 
Florida west coast is ‘just crump- 
led’ by Donna's 130-mile an hour 
winds. For hours, ham radio op- 
erators provided the only com- 
munication with the outside world 


“Civil Defense officials in Fort 
Myers report by ham radio how- 
ever, that in general, we are 
prepared for the other side of the 
storm.” 

Still another report given na- 
tionwide distribution said: “In 
Naples, communications still hang 
mainly on the thread of a weak 
mobile ham station. At one point, 
the operator was forced to aban- 
don his post because a tree fell 
on the car in which he was oper- 
ating.” 

It appears that seldom or never 
before in the history of ham 
radio have radio amateurs played 
so big a part in such a huge 
and widespread disaster - - or 
received so much national credit 
with the public at large for their 
efforts.

Top VHF Florida news this 
time is the big 144 me tropo 
opening that took place Septem- 
ber 26th and early morning of 
September 27th. The day before 
this opening into Florida, Sunday, 
the band was open at least down 
to S.C. with W4AIB putting S9 
signals all the way up to W1 
land. Your correspondent was 
called via land line from W1 land, 
but I was attending the Florida 
VHF picnic.

HURRICANE DONNA 
FORT MYERS VERSION 


Wednesday September 7th the 
FMARC he!d an emergency meet- 
ing in preparation for Hurri- 
cane Donna. W4CQZ, local EC 
and W4KOB, RACES Radio Of- 
ficer, and others were present. 
Plans were made to establish 6 
meter links in the local Red Cross 
shelters and man a base station 
at the City Hall for outside con- 
tacts on 40 and 75 meters. 

Friday and early Saturday, the 
Red Cross station using the FM- 
ARC call sign W4MWI was es- 
tablished at City Hall. W4CQZ 
and K4KPE were chief operators. 
The shelter stations were manned 
by W4TKS, W4KET and W4S- 
MK, W4PJG and XYL, K4ZIF 
and son KN4UVZ. Due to trans- 
ceiver trouble and power diffi- 
culties several of the shelters and 
the base station were off the air 
at times during the storm Satur- 
day afternoon, but K4ZIF stayed 
on using the local Mosquito Con- 
trol mobile unit as a relay. W4- 
MWI_ experienced transmitter 
trouble and then receiver trouble 
after a new transmiter was ob- 
tained. 


Early Sunday W4MWI was 
forced to close after losing their 
receiver, and since W4CQZ and 
K4KPE badly needed sleep after 
being the only outside contact 
with Fort Myers for many hours. 

At Fort Myers Beach K4GUE 
had been on the air almost contin- 
uously for several days before 


the storm struck as NCS and 
participant in the Fla. Emergency 
Phone Net. Saturday Ken and 
Jim K4ZAP, who was active on 
the Coast Guard Auxiliary Net 
especially, left the Beach for Ft. 
Myers bringing some radio gear 
and an emergency generator with 
them. When Ken returned to the 
Beach Sunday he found his busi- 
ness establishment ruined, much 
damage to his home and anten- 
nas, but the rig was ok. K4ZAP 
later returned to aid the Coast 
Guard in their operations pre- 
venting looting, rounding up of 
boats, ete. 


Unfortunately, Fort Myers 
Beach was without communica- 
tions with the city for many 
critical hours during and after 
Donna. Unofficial wind instru- 
ments at the Beach measured 
the wind velocity in excess of 140 
miles per hour, while at Ft. My- 
ers the Weather Burea recorded 
121 MPH. Ft. Myers Beach and 
Bonita Beach to the south suffer- 
ed heavily, some homes at Bonita 
disappeared completely during the 
storm and there were two deaths 
there. 


Back in Fort Myers K4KPE re- 
turned to his trailer home to 
find it a total loss including radio 
gear, K4MBB’s trailer was heavi- 
ly damaged, and K4KOB and 
others had heavy damage to their 
homes and antennas. Late Sun- 
day afternoon found the Civil 
Defense organization in control 
of the local situation. 

From Dade County came Tom, 


K4MAQ, bringing a FB crew with 
the Civil Defense Communications 
bus, and some badly needed gen- 
erators. The local CD group had 
just been organized a few months 
earlier, no plan had been approv- 
ed yet, and they had no equip- 
ment except what the amateurs 
tzemselves had donated. In spite 
of this, and with the help of 
K4MAQ, and W4KOB who work- 
ed for days with almost no sleep, 
an organized group of operators 
emerged to set up communica- 
tions with Fort Myers. Monday 
the CD bus was able to leave 
Ft. Myers for Naples where they 
were needed more urgently. Op- 
erators at K4MAQ and W4MWI 
worked around the clock handling 
hundreds of urgent messages for 
CD and Red Cross, and squeezing 
in welfare traffic where possible. 
The City Hall station was on the 
air for a week before closing 
down. 


Much credit goes to the local 
telephone company who kept e- 
mergency lines open, established 
communications with Sanibel and 
Captiva Islands, and with the 
Beach, hours after the worst of 
the storm was passed. They did 
a remarkable job. 

The CAP radio unit, Sheriff’s 
radio, Highway Patrol, all did 
their share in establishing con- 
tact with the remote areas of Lee 
County. Of great value was the 
Mosquito Control Radio System 
installed only a few days before 
the storm. Their base station 


antenna withstood the winds and

ST. AUGUSTINE ARC 


We are a bit late but here is 
the St. Augustine Amateur Radio 
Club report on the “Day in Spain 
Fiesta” and Hurricane Donna. 


The club put up a booth on 
Aviles Street for the purpose of 
sending radio messages all over 
the U. S. and its possessions. 
We had a small 10x4 tin roof on 
our booth with a ten mtr verti- 
eal on top which turned out to be 
very efficient. Also, we had a 40 
mtr doublet that we used last 
year so well, but it turned out 
to be so noisy that we did good 
to hear the local signals on 40, 
so most of the work was local on 
ten meters. The gear belonged 
to W4FJE, Mark (Commanche 
and Cheyenne) who finished the 
kits the day before the Fiesta. 
They proved to be perfect for the 
job. We took 110 messages the 
two days of the Fiesta. Mark 
sent them out on his home rig 
(mostly to K4SJH). Participants 
in the project were W4FJE, K4- 
BWO, W4LQJ, KN4WIG, W4- 
AGK, K4QBP, W4FHG, W4EIE 
and W4UHC. 


The very next day and hardly 
before we had recovered from 
the Fiesta, hurricane Donna was 
upon us. Friday afternoon of the 
16th we moved into the Red Cross 
Headquarters in force with an- 
tennas for 80-40 and 10mtrs. 
Their location was on top of our 
Linchner Museum up about 75 
feet high( what a FD location). 
The gear was a Super modulated 
Adventurer belonging to W4FHG 
and a NC-173 belonging to W4- 
FJE. The emergency power was 
furnished by the local CD. We 
had a very good set up with the 
Red Cross and local Life Guard 
Corps all set up in two adjacent 
rooms at RC Hdqts. We donated 
our 75 foot GP to the Life Guard 
Corps with their CD units, and 
they did a fine job of covering 
the beaches and hospitals here. 
The Amateurs were left with the 
job of keeping outside communi- 
cations open. Amateurs operat- 
ing under the call of W4FHJ/4 
and A4UHC/4 followed the hur- 
ricane up the state. 


At 0300 Sunday morning we re- 
ceived word that Donna was 
heading for Jacksonville and up 
the St. Johns River (later turned 
out to be erroneous). At that 
time W4FJE and W4UHC with a 
SWL as laborer headed for the 
Shands bridge on the St. Johns 
River. We had the Heath Mobile 
twins, a 2KW generator, 40 mtr 
dipole and a Sheriff escort, and 
at 0600 were operational on 40 
mtrs. We found an abandoned ga- 
rage near the River and set up 
shop there. This turned out to be 


another very efficient operation,

such an emergency. 

It was clearly demonstrated 
that the emergency communica- 
tions systems so _ desperately 
needed were sadly lacking. This 
was at the county level, where 
the basic requirement for coordi- 
nated operators in an emergency 
is paramount. It is at this level, 
at home, that the greatest ser- 
vice can be rendered first. It is 
here that the protection of life 
and property is the first thought 
in everyone’s mind. 

The need for VHF systems, on 
6 and 2 meters, frequencies that 
are best adapted for the general 
short haul circuits required in a 
county, are desperately needed. 
The use of long haul frequencies 
to perform such operations is a 
basic misuse of spectrum alloca- 
tions, and corrective planning 
should begin immediately to es- 
tablish such systems. 


There are definite requirements 
for long haul circuits in such an 
emergency, but the basic commu- 
nication function of such circuits 
is limited during the actual pas- 
sage of a hurricane. Such circuits 
are needed to provide coordination 
of emergency operations between 
counties, and from counties to 
area control points within the 
geographical area affected. The 
necessity of stations hundreds of 
miles away from the emergency 
area cluttering up the frequen- 
cies cannot be reasonably justifi- 
ed. There was too much talking 
and not enough listening. 


Emergency power capabilities 
were sadly lacking, and resulted 
in complete loss of communica- 
tions when commercial service 
was disrupted. You just cannot 
have too many emergency power 
generating units in your sys- 
tems. 

Tremendous effort was expand- 
panded and invaluable service 
was rendered during “Donna,” 
but much of the effort was inef- 
fective due to lack of coordina- 
tion and planning. Quantity is 
not the answer to good emergency 
communications. Quality is and 
always will be. 


Many valuable lessons were 
learned during Donna, and should 
result in careful planning and co- 
ordination to provide effective 
and efficient emergency networks 
to meet future situations such 
as this destructive storm. Read 
Section 12.156 of Part 12, Sub- 
part A, of the Amateur Regula- 
tions. It is valuable information 
on operation in emergencies.

HINT AND KINK 

To magnify the tuning dial (on 
the NC-125 for instance) with- 
out using lens because of para- 
lex error. The use of shadow 
method would cost only a dial 
lamp and holder, two pieces of 
paper, thin aluminum three and 
half inch diameter, and some 
metal glue, 

It will magnify motion more 
than ten times on the main tun- 
ing and on the band spread 
dials. Use index 0-100 to eali- 
brate both dise. The dises are 
shaped like a flat donut with 
a piece bitten out so that the 
receiver need not be disassembled. 
The holes that form the numbers 
on the dise may be punched with 
a needle. The disc will be glued 
to the forward side of the main 
tuning cable (and also band- 
spread) caliber to a lubber line 
on cabinet cover while glue is 
wet.

VHF IN FLORIDA 


Allen W4RMU 


In case you have been wonder- 
ing about the Florida Skip 50mc 
Honor Roll it has been separated 
from this column and appears 
elsewhere in the SKIP. Continue 
sending any changes to me and 
your score will be corrected. Some 
months it may not appear due to 
lack of space. 


Florida amateur participation 
in the emergency communications 
after hurricane Donna were in 
some respects very dissappoint- 
ing. Many reports have been re- 
ceived of poor band conditions 
on 75 meter and 40 meter bands. 
It was necessary to relay traffic 
to distant stations far removed 
from Florida in order to get traf- 
fic over distances of only 100 
or so miles. Much of this traffic 
was destined within the state, 
yet because of skip conditions it 
was necessary to relay it many 
hundreds of miles away. 


Much more effort should be 
made toward emergency work in 
this state on the VHF bands. 
144MC or 50MC could have 
handled this job nicely except 
for one thing, lack of stations and 
nets to handle the traffic. A six 
to ten element beam with 100 
watts input can easily cover i50 
miles in this state. There are four 
megacycles of band width on 
either band, thus making GRM a 
negligible factor. In case of hurri- 
canes, and we do have them, a 
small beam with about 30 feet 
of TV type mast stored away in 
some safe place, would he a 
simple job to put up in case the 
regular antenna array was blown 
down. Let’s face it we are not 
properly set up for the kind of 
emergency work the hurricanes 
bring. The high frequency bands 
do not offer the reliability re-

quired if we do the job right. 
They have their place in long 
distance traffic but are wvadly in 
need of suporting help from the 
VHF bands. Had we been prop- 
erly organized on the VHF bands 
during hurricane Donna I am 
sure that they would have borne 
most of the load and a much more 
successful operation would have 
resulted. When is the average 
amateur going to learn that VHF 
is no longer just a place to go 
for local rag chews?

Those that 
you hear on the air that are 
operating properly you can usu- 
ally find that they have either 
been coached or through exper- 
ience found that by backing down 
the controls, they don’t loose any 
power but certainly clean up their 
signal.”

SUPPRESSED IGNITION FOR 
MOBILE INSTALLATIONS 
By E. E. Burkhart W4LDF 
ex-W7SUI 


For those who are pleged with 
the problem of QRN from other 
own auto ignition system while 
trying to enjoy the pleasures 
of ham radio from the model 
“T”? here are a few hints that 
have been found valuable _ to 
more tnan one ham. (Two that 
I know.) 

Spark plugs: Auto-Lite  re- 
sistor type spark plugs, and in 
rare cases sheilded ignition wire. 

Distributor: Check rotor blade 
and contacts for wear. Clean 
with carbon tet. (Keeping liquid 
off rotor contact button in center 
of cap.) If no resistor is_ built 
into distributor cap center tower, 
10,000 ohm (Ire type L7VR- 
10ME) is recommended. 

Generator: Coaxial 5 mfd 
(Sprague 48P18, rated at 40 
amps) is recommended. Case of 
coaxial condenser’ should be 
grounded to generator frame un- 
der screw provided for usual by- 
pass that is removed. A series 
trap tunned to the ham band in 
question: 8 turns of no. 10 ena- 
mel 1 inch diameter shunted by 
a 3-30 mmf mica trimmer will 
help, (Less for higher bands). 
Place in series with the coaxial 
condenser. 


Voltage regulator: Cornell-Du- 
bilier NF-10270-1 coaxial con- 
denser in series with lead from 
voltage regulator to battery, and 
also one to the generator. 

Low voltage cirucits: Sprague 
48-9 (.1 mmf Coaxial) sometimes 
needs to be added in the lead be- 


tween the ignition switch and 
the ignition coil. 
Clamps: All crimp type con- 


nections should be eliminated and 
replaced by good soldered con- 
nections. 


The B.C. receiver in the auto 
can cause considerable headaches. 
Change the .005/1600 vde buffer 
condenser in power supply and 
add .001/400 vde across vibra- 
tor contacts.

brator. Check and clean with 
steel wool all grounding connec- 
tions including frame of auto ra- 
dio. A new high voltage recti- 
fier (0Z4) in rare cases may 
help. Be sure and check the 
grounding of the coax shield of 
tie B.C. Antenna. (At both ends.) 

Use of heavy flexable bonding 
strap between the motor and 
chassis (Auto chassis that is.) 
The use of wheel grounding 
static collectors, use of Chevro- 
let antistatic wheel power. 

These are just a few of the 
things that one can do to elimi- 
nate the mobile headaches, but 
for the most part — they are the 
majority of the things necessary 
to cure your headaches. (Editors 
note: If these don’t work — try 
Bufferin.)

HOW IT ALL STARTED 


We are sure you all know what 
ARRL stands for, but in case you 
don’t it is the American Radio 
Relay League, West Hartford, 
Conn. This is the way it all 
started. 

One evening in Mareh 1914, 
tne late Biram Percy Maxim 
(W1AW) of Hartford, Conn., 
scientist and inventor and an 
ardent radio amateur, was sitting 
at nis station. He wanted to com- 
muan.cate with a fellow amateur 
in Springfield, Mass. He contact- 
ed a station midway between the 
two points, in Windsor Locks, and 
asked this station to “relay” the 
message, It was done, and a re- 
ply received promptly. While this 
principie of “relaying” was not 
new, something about this par- 
ticular instance set Maxim think- 
ing. 

Tae next morning on the way 
to his office an idea dawned. 
This “relaying” of radio mes- 
sages was a common bond be- 
tween amateurs and could serve 
as a foundation of organization 
o: tae hundreds’ of amateurs 
taroug.iout the country! His idea 
met with entausiastic response 
at a meeting of the local amateur 
radio club. With several others, 
e set about forming an organi- 
zation which they called the 
“American Radio Relay League,” 
and wich was destined to be- 
come tne national body of the 
amateur fraternity. Amateurs, 
eager to group together under a 
common banner, joined and sup- 


ported the League, and soon 
amateur radio relay networks 
were established covering the 
country. 


Hiram Percy Maxim, (W1AW) 
served as president of the ARRL 
from 1914 to 1936. Today, most 
all radio amateurs become mem- 
bers of tae ARRL as soon as they 
receive their FCC license. Many 
become members even before they 
nave call letters. The league is 
non-commercial and no one com- 
mercially engaged in the manu- 
“acture, sale or rental of radio 
apparatus is eligible to member- 
saip on its board.

BANDS SEEM CROWDED? 


Check yousself maybe you are 
trying to “model T” operate on 
a “turnpike” band. Can you com- 
fortably read a fella with an- 
other station 5 ke or less away? 
Selectivity is very necessary. Ob- 
tain it with a Q multiplier, SB 
slicer, or better receiver; which- 
ever fits your purse. 


Can you operate safely at the 
ends of the bands? Crystal Cal- 
ibrators can be had reasonably. 
Being sure will broaden the bands 
as you can use portions formerly 
avoided. 


Listen well before transmitting 
and zero beat the frequency or 
station you intend to work. By 
tuning a likely clear spot with 
your BFO on, you can ascertain 
the midpoint between the station 
above and below, and often 
squeeze into an unnoticed slot. 
By carefully zeroing the _ sta- 
tion you wish to contact and 
maintaining that zero beat 
through the QSO you take up as 
little room on the band as pos- 
sible. 


Secondly, both stations being 
exactly on the same frequency 
keeps the slot hot to guard 
against a brother ham cranking 
up in your lane. Of prime im- 
portance is the width of your 
transmitted signal. 


Present-day good engineering 
practice calls for maximum side 
band width of from 2500 to 3500 
cycles of AM phone. Most com- 
mercially designed rigs are ca- 
pable of this performance IF 
the operator keeps the audio gain 
down to prevent overmodulation 
and splatter. Whenever in doubt, 
have your band - width checked 
by scope or by a friend with a 
good receiver.

FRACTIONAL-VOLT DC 
POWER SUPPLY 


Most amateurs worry about 
getting a high voltage de power 
supply but there are times when 
a source of less than one volt 
is required. Sounds as if the so- 
lution would be simple: Just take 
a dry cell and slap a voltage di- 
vider across it. That’s not al- 
ways the answer; sometimes the 
power source must have a very 
low internal resistance — and a 
voltage divider introduaes a finite 
amount of resistance. Airborne 
Instruments Laboratory has come 
up with a novel and practical so- 
lution: A thermocouple. They use 
it to power a tunnel diode. It 
meets all the requirements: Low 
internal resistance, low ripple 
content, easily adjusted voltage.

ARRL is urging that all ama- 
teur radio stations operate on 
Greenwich Mean time,( designat- 
ed GMT or Z. It is universally 
used by almost all world wide 
facilities and services except 
amateurs. Confusion over time 
differential from zone to zone, 
from tne variations of daylight 
time, and from the international 
date line can be overcome by 
using Z time on your log, your 
skeds and message traffic. 

We believe, along with ARRL, 
that this will be a progressive 
step, just as the change from 12 
hour to 24 hour time has been.

The other day 
two good operators spent three 
minutes on a 7 group message 
which, if they could have had the 
net channel, could have been com- 
pleted in 30 seconds. 


Then there is the ridiculous 
waste of time on calls. Read the 
law to suit yourself, but for the 
sake of the guys standing by let’s 
not have ten sets of calls repeated 
all through a simple attempt 
to get a fill. If it comes right 
down to it you are a reporting 
member of the net and so record- 
ed and as long as that net is 
properly identified by the Net 
Control at stated intervals all 
you need to know is to whom you 
are talking and for what purpose; 
and make it to some good pur-

PROPAGATION SPECIAL 


The DX people are taking a 
long, lingering look at the 1958- 
59 suspont count, because we are 
over the peak and on the down 
slope. If everything goes-as pre- 
dicted (and we are sorry to say 
it has in the past) we will not 
see another sunspot peak of tne 
1958-59 magnitude until 1969-70. 

This is the 11.1 years of the 
sunspot cycle, measured peak to 
peak. Fortunately, this is not a 
sharp cut-off operation, so it will 
not be necessary to pull the 304 
TL’s out of your rig and put 
them in the safety deposit box 
at the bank until 1969. Ten, fif- 
teen and twenty are still open, 
but it isn’t too early to start 
saving those box tops for that 
40 meter beam. The reason we 
are looking into this period is 
this: The DX’ers has dedicated 
himself to use the “sky wave” 
of 10, 15 and 20 and some would 
rather be caught with a SWR 
of 10 to 1 than be caught using 
the “ground wave.” 

The “sky wave” is commonly 
thougnt of as a reflected wave 
of one or more ‘hops.” This 
means that the RF energy from 
your beam takes off at an angle 
“somewhat greater than you 
hoped for) until it strikes an 
ionized layer, whose ion density 
is great enough to cause the 
beam of RF energy, to be reflect- 
ed back to the earth. Now if you 
are lucky, just as you pressed 
the key or the mike button, an 
AC4 in Tibet tuned across your 
frequency. The layers and the 
density are optimum so he hears 
you S-9 plus 20. Everything was 
just right, so you have a pipe 
line. Now if the layer had been 
higher or lower or the ion den- 
sity had been more or less, he 
might not have heard you. What 
a heart-rending thought! It might 
appear that the odds are so 
great, because of the many var- 
iables, that it is next to impos- 
sible to work DX. Wonder where 
those guys get all those rare 
cards anyway Luckily, this is not 
the case, sonce the refelected 
wave may cover an area of a 
housand miles or so, when it 
comes back to the earth. So the 
AC4 could not hear you but an 
AP5 might and _ besides’ the 
layers and the ions might be 
right for you to work the AC4 
tomorrow morning. 

There are a number of _ ion- 
ospheric layers which enter into 
this thing, such as D, E, F1 and 
F2. The height and ion density of 
these layers vary from day to 
night, month to month and season 
to season. These variations are 
on a good degree of accuracy. 
The events which cannot be pre- 
dicted are the sudden disturban- 
ces and explosions on the sun, the

ionospheric storms and the ab- 
normal action f the sporadic E 
layer. During a high sunspot 
count these layers are ionized to 
a high degree which means the 
ion density is greater and sig- 
nals will be reflected back to 
the earth, so at the proper time 
and frequency it will be pos- 
sible to work almost any area. 
(We are thinking primarily of 
10, 15 and 20 and near optimum 
conditions. ) 

This ionization is eaused by a 
process involved in producing 
sunspots and tremendous amounts 
of ultra-violet energy are re- 
leased. The ion density of the 
various layers is proportional to 
the amonut of ultra-violet ener- 
gy released from the sun. So 
with a high sunspot count, every- 
thing is rosy for DX, 

As the sunspot count de- 
creases, the ionization decreases 
and the reflecting medium is now 
so loosely knit that there is very 
little reflection and most of the 
RF energy is absorbed. 


During intense eruptions or 
magnetic storms we can have an 
almost complete radio blackout 
due to the high ion density of 
the D layer (which is closest to 
the earth) and the disturbance 
of the earth’s magnetic field. 

To summarize this subject as 
briefly as possible, we would 
like to make one appeal — THe 
TIME HAS COME FOR SOME- 
ONE TO PRODUCE F1 AND F2 
LAYERS IN KIT FORM. The 
market would be tremendous.

EMERGENCY GENERATORS) 
A4NWK : 


Many of the generators issue¢ 
by MARS were equipped with 
electric starters and battery igni 
tion systems. Perhaps the mog} 
neglected single item of su 
installations is the battery. I 
doubtful if anyone operates 
generator sufficiently to mainté 
a good battery charge — soor 
or later he finds the battery com 
pletely exhausted.

One way to assure that st 
age batteries are maintained 
good condition and capable 
delivering their maximum capé 
ity is to keep them on a “trick 
or floating charge”. This trick 
charge should be on a contin 
ous basis and just sufficient 
off-set the natural tendency 
the battery to discharge itsel 
Over a 5 year period it was four 
that a 100ma trickle charge 
sufficient to maintain a chars 
on a 12 volt battery for starti 
a 6 cyl. diesel engine. This e 
gine remained idle over mail 
months as it was only used f 
irrigation purposes. 

The Silicon rectifiers are a Nn 
tural for most automatic trick 
chargers. With their low IR d 
you can utilize ordinary filam 
transformers rather than spec 
made ones. The investment will 
very low and the power consum 
tion will be almost negligit 
particularly if you use low cap; 
ity transformers. 

Using a 6.3 V. A.C. transfor 
er, the charge will be appro 
mately 250 ma when the batte 
voltage is 6.0 volts; it will 
“O”" ma when the battery volta 
reaches 7.0 volts.

DISTRUCTIVE DONNA 


Hurricane Donna’s damage 
climbed over a billion dollars and 
eaths, over 100, in the U.S. and 
West Indies. Such a hurricane 
expended energy at the rate of 
several hundred Hydrogen bombs 
per minute. In 10 days of a typ- 
ical hurricane, the heat liberated 
by condensing water is equivalent 
to 10 million atomic bombs, or 
enough to supply all the electrical 
needs of the U.S. for the next 
600 years. 


A typical hurricane, too, takes 
in 20 million tons of air every 
minute at its lower levels, such 
air rising swiftly and thrown out 
7 to 8 miles up. 


Scientists still ponder the mys- 
terious birth of these storms 
near, or on, the equatorial fronts 
and their relation to the combina- 
tion of the earth’s spin with ex- 
isting weather factors there. 


Provacative suggestion: Why 
not diminish a hurricane’s force 
by man-made rainfall in the area 
to which the storm is heading, 
thus “starving” a hurricane?

CHARACTERS I 


HAVE KNOWN 

This character I have known 
over 40 years, we went to school 
together. When I say together, I 
mean just that, for over five 
years, rain, snow or shine, he 
was at the front door asking if 
I was ready for school. Such 
patience will never be rewarded. 

When we got into trouble at 
school, we were always together. 
We were always punished to- 
gether. Reading QST behind a 
geography book was duck soup 
compared with what we got away 
with. Paper wads stuck to the 
ceiling escaped detection until 
one day there wasn't enough room 
for anymore and the area of bom- 
bardment was a dead give-away. 
The morse code was respon- 
sible for more nights after 
school than I can remember, for 
what real ham could escape the 
urge of tapping piencil leads 
on the staccatto hollow desk top? 

We had _ been  boot-legging 
spark for nearly five years, when 
one day we each received an of- 
ficial looking letter. “ - - It 
comes to my attention you are op- 


erating an unlicensed spark 
transmitting station — please 
give your reasons. for doing 


same.” This in part really got us 
worried. Not to be defeated, we 
rushed down together, to. our 
friend and adviser, the home town 
Notary Public. “Are you sure you 
can send 24 words a minute?” he 
asked. I hedged a little and an- 
. swered, ‘We can handle 12 any- 
‘way, if the atmospherics aren’t 
too bad. 

Well we got our licenses the 
same day. You would have 
thought the population of im- 
portant people in the old home 
town had doubled that day. Be- 
ing real hams now, we decided 
to put away the ford spark coils 
and invest in this new continuous- 
wave business. Being ex-boot- 
leggers, naturally we invested 
in some bootleg UV-202’s, made 
by a “Rolls-Royce Tube Com- 
pany.” These tubes were rated 
at “5 watts,” recommended plate 
voltage 350v. 

Those poor tubes never had 
half a chance for we started out 
with 550 volts (AC). After sev- 
eral hours the bases started cook- 
ing — so we removed them. My 
budy picked up a 750-750 home- 
made transformer and not being 
happy with using only half of the 
transformer on the plate, pro- 
ceeded to dump the whole 1500v 
on. Nothing really happened ex- 
cept the plate got so hot the 
electrons blasted right through, 
taking part of the grid wires 
with them. He gave me the dis- 
integrated elements as a reminder 


bi 


that 400 per cent over-load was 
not practical. 

Filament burn-outs was a con- 
stant headache in those days. We 
used to send them back to Rolls- 
Royce for repair. No one ever 
heard of a spare tube so we just 
waited until they were returned, 
and never quite as good as new. 

Finally, we evolved the idea 
of water cooling. We had been 
using water cooled rheostats; 
just set the knob quickly and 
dunk the whole works in a quart 
jar of water — there to stay 
until the next adjustment. Tubes 
got the same treament, with 
more care as to lead insulation. 
It wasn't uncommon to shut down 
while we cooled off the steam. 
Why many a cold dry winter 
night, the corona on the lead-in 
bushing outside the window would 
have us worried that maybe the 
water was running too hot. Funny 
thing, we always had the same 
trouble, probably because our 
“developments” were always joint 
ventures, into the comparatively 
unknown. 

Came the Total Eclipse of the 
sun in January of 1925. No ra- 
dio tests had ever been made un- 
der these conditions before. QST 
and Scientific American was 
pleading for hams in our area 
to conduct tests. We volunteer- 
ed, got a lot of letters, and our 
names in the local paper, so we 
HAD to do something. We pooled 
our resources and set up at FC’s 
farm, some two miles out of town. 
It’s odd what a teriffic imagina- 
tion we had. We thought we heard 
echos, and of course our sig- 
nals were ten times stronger! 
And then the batteries went dead. 
We immediately set to work 
making plans for the next eclipse, 
of the Sun! We did get a nice 
8 by 10 photo of the eclipse from 
Scientific American magazine for 
our efforts.

Edwards Air Force Base, Calif.— 
(AP) — Future space ships may 
talk to each other with reflected 
rays of the sun instead of radio 
waves. 

Eiectro — Optical Systems, 
Inc., of Pasadena, Calif., said 
Sunday it has completed tests of 
the desert near here indicating 
this method of communcation 
would be effective over 10 mil- 
lion miles in space. 

Sunlight and moonlight were 
reflected between dish-like mir- 
rors eight miles apart. A spokes- 
man said the light was filtered 
to an intensity similar to that 
which would be received over 
ereat distances.

ALMOST KILLED

Factory Distributors of: 
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A SIX METER 
VERTICAL BEAM 
by Roy Scott, W4UHF 


Two of the “six meter gang” 
in the West Coast area, Paul 
Young, W4NQX, Tampa, and 
“Lucky” K4EBO, of Bartow, 
have been carrying on some 
highly successful six meter work 
with a VERTICAL beam. This 
is a four element affair, easily 
constructed, low in cost, and with 
results reported to be _ highly 
worth the effort and cost of 
building this dandy little beam. 

The elements are spaced 35 
inches apart, and the overall di- 
mensions o fthe elements are: 
reflector, 114 inches; driven ele- 
ment (gamma matched) 109 
inches; 1st director 104 inches; 
and second director 102 inches. 
Half-inch aluminum tubing was 
used fo rall the elements. 

The boom can be of light weight 
inch tubing. Ordinary TV hard- 
ware for antennas was used as 
follows: four “V” type clamps, 
5 inches long and 1% inches 
wide. Obtain 8 — 6-32x1” bolts 
with nuts and_ lock-washers 
which will be used to fasten the 
elements to these “V” clamps 
through the other two holes al- 
ready drilled in each o fthese 
clamps —no drilling is neces- 
sary in the clamps. 

Cut 8 one-half inch pieces of 
the aluminum tubing to be used 
as spacers between the reements 
an dthe peak of the “V” on the 
top side of each clamp. Drill 
holes through each element at 
the points that will coincide with 
the other sets of holes in the 
clamps, place the spacers cut 
previously between the elements 
and the clamp and bolt in place 
with the 6-32x1” bolts. The long- 
er bolts that come with the 
clamps are then used to fasten 
the clamp (both “V’s” top and 
bottom) to the boom. 

The “Gamma Match” is con- 
structed by taking an 8 inch 
length o fthe same half-inch 
tubine as was used for the ele- 
ments, and flattening one end. 
Drill a hole through this end and 
fasten to a 3inch piece of plastic 
which is fastened to the boom 
with a small bracket.

board type VFO. Of the numerous 
VFO’s used for 6N2 Meters, the 
Globe VFO, by far, is one of 
the most stable used at this 
station. The VFO is stable 
enough to be used for a Sideband 
VFO, or for copying Sideband 
stations with a receiver that is 
not equipped for copying Side- 
band, and must resort to the use 
of the BFO or the VFO. 


The other night the band was 
open to KP4 land and enjoyed a 
20 minute QSO with KP4AVB, 
running a Heath HW-29A, which 
is an improved version of their 
6 Meter transceiver. For a trans- 
ceiver selling for under $50.00, 
with an imput of about 3.2 Watts, 
an output of slightly over 1 Watt, 
the contact was most surprising, 
especially since the contact last- 
ed for about 20 minutes. Of 
course, one of the factors which 
helped the I Watt tremendously, 
was the 11 Element Tel-rex Spi- 
ralray beam, which was used at 
botu QTH’s. In a previous article 
some of the features of the 11 
Hlement Tel-rex Spiralray beam 
were pointed out and should like 
to mention once again that a 
Spiralray type beam has many 
advantages, aside from not being 
subjected to fading as a straight 
beam, but also does an excellent 
job in copying all types of polari- 
zation, whether it be vertical, dia- 
gonal, horizontal or circular. All 
of these types of antennas have 
been worked at this QTH and 
could be heard at any direction in 
which the beam was pointed. 


In the Christmas Eve band 
opening, a number of Sideband 
stations were worked by W4BLW 
and from the increasing number 
of Sideband stations in other 
parts of the country, it is felt 
that when band conditions become 
more reliable there will be a ter- 
rific inerease of single Sideband 
stations, not only in this country, 
but also in some of the Central 
and South American countries. 
Most f tohe 8 Sideband stations 
in Miami will be running high 
power on single Sideband and in- 
formation from other stations 
have indicated there will also be 
a number of Sideband stations 
throughout the State.

N OTIC E — FCC CHANGE 


The Federal Communications 
Commission has revised the var- 
ious application forms relating 
to amateur licenses and they will 
be available for use commencing 
shortly after the first of the 
year. A revised Form 610 will be 
used for new and modified licen- 
ses, aS now, and also for renewal, 
replacing the three-part Form 
405-A which has been a headache 
for all concerned. A new Form 
610-A will be used for new, modi- 
fied and renewal applications in 
specific cases of (1) amateur 
stations for recreation under mili- 
tary auspices (replacing present 
Form 602), (2) club station li- 
censes, and (3) “second station” 
licenses of individual amateurs. 


Aplication for renewal on the 
revised Form 610 must be submit- 
ted within the final 60 days of 
the license term, instead of the 
present 120 days applying to 
Form 405-A. The one-year per- 
iod of grace in applying for re- 
newal remains in effect, as at 
present. 

The old forms and procedures 
may be used until June 30, 1961, 
but when the new ones are avail- 
able it is to the amateur’s ad- 
vantage to use them, especially 
for renewals.

Something must be done 
id done quickly; at the rate 
e ‘lids” are taking over the 
inds it won’t be long until all 
Je old timers, and consilerate 
ateurs, doing something very 
sperate. 
While I have not been in the 
ateur game quite as long a 
e, or probably as consistent- 
tly, I feel that I belong among 
e old timers, and those that 
ve a little respect for others. 
At the present time I do most 
my operating on the 20 and 40 
jeter bands, working DX as my 
lajor ambition, and _ believe 
ousands will agree with me that 
fen with a modern receiver it is 
»solutely impossible to have a 
teent QSO with our foreign 
iends due to terrific QRM from 
ese “lids” and their meaning- 
ss blabber. 
Judging from the sounds eman- 
ing from some of these out- 
s, the owners do not have any 


interest in how their signals 
sound — just how much inter- 
ference they can create. 

Self-excited rigs, improperly 
adjusted electron-coupled oscil- 
lators, yoops, gurgling sounds, 
raw a.c. notes, and even crystal 
controlled signals covering 25 kil- 
ocycles, with key thumps and R9 
key clicks all over the band are 
my pet peeves. 

It is my personal opinion not 
all of these sounds come from 
class B (General) or C (Condi- 
tional) amateurs; they come from 
all classes. What we need is more 
Government monitoring stations, 
a probation period of at least 
one year (in a small portion of 
the 160 and 80 meter bands for 
the newcomers), and no license 
to be isued to those under eigh- 
teen years of age. The age limit 
would prevent countless numbers 
who come on for a year or so, 
and give it up as a bad job. 


An amateur should be judged 
by the signal he puts out and his 
ability as an operator, not by 
the class of license he holds. 
Strict requirements as to the 
type of apparatus that may be 
used should be set up, and be- 
fore an amateur is allowed to 
leave the probation period he 
should be required to complete an 
extensive questionnaire, showing 
just what apparatus he has avyail- 


able, and how he intends to use 
it, with all details. In fact what 
we need is district or state radio 
inspectors to make personal in- 
spections (a costly job, but some- 
thing must be done).

NAVY’S NEW ANTENNA 
STOPS QSB 

The U. S. Navy exhibited its 
tremendous ability to overcome 
fading. It works in the 5 to 30 
me. range and consists of a spiral 
in the vertical plane measuring 
70 feet in diameter. The top of 
the Navy Job is 90 feet off the 
ground, suspended between tow- 
ers. 

In the theory that fading is 
due in some large part to sudden 
shifts in polarity in the arriving 
signal, the spiral is circularly 
polarized, actually forming pol- 
arization at many angles. 

It seems to receive all signals 
equally well and when conditions 
are good, its gain is not quite as 
high as a rhombic’s. But during 
rapil fading, when the ionosphere 
is unstable, it shows a gain ad- 
vantage of 10 to 20 db over a 
rhombic. 

The antenna was developed six 
years ago by the Wright Air De- 
velopment Center and the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. Let’s hope that a 
small version comes on the mar- 
ket with a price in the range for 
the average ham. 

This type antenna should be ex- 
tremely useful on 6 and 10 me- 
ters, where fading is likely to be 
a problem during sporadic band 
opening's.

Probably more misunderstand- 
ing surounds the use of call signs 
than any other phase of ama- 
teur operating. Section 12.82 of 
FCC regulations covers the situa- 
tion. 

Proper identification consists 
of the call (s) of the station (s) 
of group or net being worked fol- 
lowed by either the words “this 
is’ or ‘from;” followed by the 
transmitting station’s call sign. 
This must be done at the beginn- 
ing and end of each single trans- 
mission, or after initial contact, 
every ten minutes provided each 
transmission is less than three 
minutes, or every ten minutes if 
the transmission is continuous. 

When operating portable or 
mobile: on 6w use DN(/) follow- 
ed by the numeral of the call 
area in which the station is op- 
erating, on phone the word 
“portable” or ‘mobile’ and a 
statement of geographical loca- 
tion must be followed the trans- 
mitting station’s call sign. 

Fixed stations communicating 
with portable or mobile stations 
should not use the portable or 
mobile designations, merely call 
the portable or mobile by its 
assigned call only. 

In view of sections 12.82, such 
items as monotonous reptition of 
call signs at the beginning and 
end of very short transmissions, 
transportation of call signs and 
uses of such phrases as ‘over to” 
or “back to,” omission of “from” 
or “this is” in the identification, 
announcing on phone that the sta- 
tion is “portable four,” adressing 
a portable or mobile at such, are 
all contrary to prescribed pro- 
cedure. 

Further note that adherence to 
section 12.82 will prove faster and 
more efficient that the way most 
of use operate today.

HELPFUL HINTS 


Those 28-volt relays we all have 
from surplus gear can be con- 
verted to 6-volt operation by 
rewinding the coil with No. 32 
enameled wire. Don’t shy away, 
the job is simpler that it sounds. 

Don’t overlook the use of rub- 
ber grommets for shock mount- 
ing posts and mounting parts 
which must be insulated from the 
chassis. 


When testing experimental 
gear for the first time, put a 
small resistor in series with the 
high voltage. Mount the resistor 
between the rectifier and filter to 
act as fuse in case you have a 
short in the equipment.

The above schematic is familiar to Radio and TV technicians, except for the sug- 
gested revisions shown in the broken circles. In general, it also concerns HI-FI and 
other equipment employing audio amplifiers. 


Remove all leads connected to the control grid of the lst audio tube. Insert an 
82 K resistor between these leads and the tube grid terminal. Replace R-1l, [5-10 megs] 
with a 2 meg. resistor. Connect a 500 mmfd mica or ceramic RF by-pass condenser at 
the junction of the resistors as shown, if none is already in use. Keep leads short 
and shield any long grid lead. In conjunction with the grid-cathode capacitance of 
the tube, series resistor R-2 forms a low-pass filter, preventing any appreciable RF 
voltage from appearing on the grid. The resistor does not affect the normal opera- 
tion of an audio frequency amplifier. 


Considerable interference may be experienced on some so-called "HI-FI" amplifiers 
duewtosthe operation of a nearby radio station.- This is obviously a problem for the 
manufacturer of the HI-FI equipment since the purpose of such an amplifier is to amp- 
lify audio frequencies and not function as a radio receiver. Such interference can 
be reduced or eliminated by relatively simple means without changing the desired char- 
acteristics of the amplifier. Some care should be exercised so as not to reduce de- 
sirable high audio frequencies, while eliminating radio frequencies. By-passing 
either side of the power line with a .01 mfd disc ceramic condenser to the point 
where the power cord enters each piece of equipment is considered a necessity. Many 
high-fi amplifiers lack such protection, in addition to being susceptible to reception 
of undesired radio signals through speaker leads and input wiring. Occasionally, it 
may be necessary to bridge cathode or plate lead electrolytic condensers with a disc 
ceramic condenser to act as an RF by-pass. 


Most AC-DC or series string filament type receivers use a .05 mfd by-pass conden- 
ser across the power line to prevent hum or power frequency modulation of received sig- 
nals. When negative is above chassis ground, an additional .1 mfd condenser is used 
between negative and chassis. These should be checked and replaced if necessary to 
make certain the power line is properly by-passed. 


Most other types of short-wave radio interference to TV, including picture inter- 
ference can be eliminated by installation of a high-pass filter, connected in series 
with the lead-in and mounted on the chassis near a position where the antenna lead-in 
enters the TV-tuner. Direct pick-up by a 4.5 sound I.F. plus 21.6 or 43 MC I.F. 
amplifiers, may require additional shielding or re-alignment to a slightly different 


frequency.

NET PROCEDURE 


A. Net Control Station on each Emergency Net will be one of 
those designated in advance as NCS by the Emergency Net 
Manager or the Section Emergency Coordinator. As each 
NCS relinquishes control of his net, he shall designate a 
successor NCS from the list of Emergency NCS stations if 
any such stations are available on the net. 

B. NCS on all nets will call for a three-minute listening period 
beginning exactly on each hour and half hour of net opera- 
tions. 

1. Any station may call the NCS during a listening period 
or at any other time to list Priority 1 traffic. 

2. If Priority 1 traffic develops during the first two min- 
utes of the listening period, the NCS shall clear it im- 
mediately in the manner which seems to him best under 
all the circumstances. 

3. If no Priority 1 traffic develops during the first two 
minutes of the listening period, stations with Priority 
2 and Priority 3 traffic may list their traffic with the 
NCS during the third minute of the listening period. 
(Note: SECs and ECs should not use the listening 
period to list Priority 3 LIAISON traffic unless ef- 
forts to list it during normal net operations have been 
unsuccessful.) 

C. NCS will announce at the end of each listening period 
which other nets will accept other types of traffic, according 
to the traffic distribution plan. 


TRAFFIC 


A. ALL traffic MUST be in official ARRL form before it will 
be accepted for handling on any net. The only exception to 
to this will be Priority 1 traffic of a QRRR nature. 

B. All traffic must be signed by the person who originates it 
and who will take responsibility for its contents. 

C. Stations handling Priority Traffic should assign a priority 
to each Priority message, if it does not already have one.

EDISON AWARD TO K4UU0 

WASHINGTON, D.C.—Francis 
KE. Ireland, K4UUO, 7425 South

annual Edison Radio Amateur 
Award, sponsored by General 
Electric. 


Ireland was cited for his tire- 
less efforts during and after 
Furricane Donna when he han- 
dled more than 1,000 emergency 
mesages to and from the hard- 
hit Florida Keys. 

During the hurricane emer- 
gency, Ireland worked =;closely 
with the civil defence organiza- 
tions, American Red _ Cross, 
Florida State Highway Patrol, 
telephone and power companies, 
n addition to relaying hundreds 
of personal messages. 

The principle Edison Award 
of $500 and a trophy for out- 
standing public service by a 
“ham”, will be sharde this year 
by John T. Chambers, W6NLZ, 
2228 Via La Brea, Palos Verdes 
Estates, near Los Angeles, Calif., 
and Ralph E. Thomas, KHGUK, 
of Kahuku, Oahu, Hawaii.

HARS NEWS 
By Roy Scott — W4UHF 
On February 13th, “Gaspa- 


rilla Day”, members of HARS, 
Hilsborough Amateur Radio So- 
ciety Inc., in keeping with the 
Society’s public service objec- 
tive, asisted the Tampa Police 
Department with the movement 
of heavy traffic in and out of the 
City of Tampa due to specattors 
and participants in the famous 
Gasparilla Parade. This was ac- 
complished with 14 mobile sta- 
tions set up at important traffic 
artery intersections throughout 
the ciy and surrounding area, 
operaing on 6 and 2 meters, with 
control stations in the radio en- 
gineering department of the po- 
lice department, and direct in- 
tercom connection with the 
Chief of Police in down-town 
Tampa. As traffic jams devel- 
oped, the necessary information 
was transmitted from the police 
helicopter to the traffic officer 
at the intersection by means of 
the amateur station at that 
point, and instructions for hand- 
ling and getting the traffic mov- 
ing were sent to him. Accidents, 
or other causes of bottle-necks 
were quickly reported to the 
Police Chief, and wreckers or 
other vehicles quickly dispatched 
to the points in question and the 
situation corrected in a matter 
of minutes. The amateur tsa- 
tions filled a need of the police 
department for additional means 
of comunication as all of their 
radio equipment was in service 
at other traffic control points. 

Many of the members of 
HARS who could not partici- 
pate actively in the operation 
because of having to be at their 
jobs, loaned their equipment to 
the group and in that manner 
helped bring about a very ef- 
ficient operation with adequate 
mobile equipment. M. Sgt. 
Emanuel of MARS at MacDill 
AFB provided motor generators 
and antenna equipment for lo- 
cations where there was no a.c. 
power available to supplement 
the battery equipment for the 
day-long operation. Amateurs 
who participated in this opera- 
tion were: K4YOQ, W4OWB, 
K4PAK, K4YKU, W400Z, W4- 
UHF, K4VAO, W4TQL, W4- 
NQX, K4FHZ, K4EQH, K2- 
ZIH/2, W4ORA, K4IAL, K4- 
DWN and K4SQI. W4MIG, K4- 
SMV and K4LJW manned the 
control stations. W4BNE and 
W4UHF prepared and executed 
the plan of operation. The Police 
Department has expressed high 
praise for all who participated, 
and appreciation for the assist- 
ance given by the amateurs in 
Operation Gasparilla. 


FCC HIRES 
COLLEGE STUDENTS 
The Federal Communications 


Commission hires college  stu- 
dents at many of its offices and 
monitoring stations. These stu- 
dents alternate between college 
and work, studying one semester 
or quarter and working for the 
FCC tae next. High scnool grad- 
uates can be hired for the semes- 
ter or quarter prior to entering 
college. While other government 
agencies hire students in other 
specialties, for FCC work the 
student must be taking or plan 
to take a course in Electrical or 
Electronic Engineering. 

In a recent conversation with 
Homer V. Thompson, Engineer 
in cnarge of the Fort Lauder- 
dale monitoring station, it was 
learned that a number of vac- 
ancies exist here in Florida. At 
that time the FCC was seeking 
one student for the Fort Lauder- 
dale monitoring station, one for 
tne Miami field office ,and one 
for the Tampa office. Interested 
students can get the details from 
the U.S. Civil Service Commis- 
sion or from the nearest FCC of- 
fice. An examination is neces- 
sary to qualify for employment, 
and where vacancies exist the 
exam can sometimes be arranged 
by the FCC office. Students spe- 
cifically interested in working 
for the FCC should contact that 
Agency. 


Another public-service pro- 
ject in which HARS members 
participated was the “New 
March of Dimes” on the evening 
of January 31st, by providing a 
system of comunication and 
transportation between pick-up 
points and the bank in down- 
town which was accepting the 
monies collected by the mothers 
in the various districts in the 
drive. The CD truck was set up 
in front of the Marine Bank & 
Trust Co., as control stations, 
and mobile stations were dis- 
patched to the various outlying 
points as needed and thus pro- 
vided a fast and efficient means 
of getting the collections to the 
depository from each central 
point. Amateurs who partici- 
pated were 10 meters, W4UKV,

LJW, K4EQH, W4YDI, K4QNX, 
W4MIG; 6 meters, K4BDP, W4- 
NQX, K4PHF,.

Many of the present day so 
called “Hams” say that CW is 
on the way out. It is old fas- 
hioned, crude way of conveying 
information. It is a useless re- 
quirement set up before the days 
of advanced operations on phone, 
SSB, DSB. This is expressed 
every day on the amateur phone 
bands. 

This high calibre opinion ac- 
tually reflects a short coming on 
the part of the complainer. It 
certainly would seem that any 
capable of learning and passing 
the eGneral amateur exam would 
also be capable of learning and 
retaining the use of CW at the 
required speed. 

There are some who state in 
effect, “I can learn radio theory 
that is equivalent to a couple 
years of formal school but I 
can’t learn that silly buch of 26 
letters and 10 numerals that I 
have been using all my life. 

Who are these people fooling? 
Themselves, mostly and _ they 
would love to have you believe 
them. At the same time we have 
a guy who complains that-he 
doesn’t havet he time to build 
his own equipment but this same 
guy has all kinds of time to rag- 
chew for hours complaining how 
tough it is to learn the code and 
what good is it? Complaining 
how much time it takes to build 
a piece of gear and. he is busy 
gassing for hours with anyone 
who cares to listen. ; 

CW might be considered ana- 
logue to walking, phone opera- 
tion to riding. When a car gets 
stuck, it is still possible to get 
out and walk. The complainers 
who obtain their General and 
promptly threw away the key, 
might better remember’ the 
times they will have to walk. 
CW is no more out moded than 
walking. The only way you can 
make it serve you is to use it. 

If you were to tie your arm 
benind your back and not make 
use of it, before long you would 
be unable to move it. The same 
with CW, unless you make use 
of it, instead of complaining 
about it, you will soon forget 
what little you knew and when 
that happens, look out. Perhaps 
CW is old fashioned, but it is a 
long waysfrom becoming obso- 
lete.

WHAT’S BECAME OF THE 
CITIZENS’ BAND 


(The following editorial is by 

Charies J. Hanusin, K9GSV, Edi- 
tor of Calumet Amateur Radio 
Club in Whiting, Indiana. Read 
it carefully please.) 
‘What has become of this 23 
channel area that was removed 
from the amateur service over 
two years ago. It seems that 
these people (the occupants of 
the band) have gone all out to 
produce a “service” with strictly 
the operating side of amateur 
radio as its ideal. They have 
started clubs for the purpose of 
drganization. They have gone 
as far as propose nets and some 
net activity has been heard of. 

Originally designed as a me- 
dium of comunication for neces- 
sary messages such as business 
and personal things, the band 
has boomeranged into a mass of 
people interested in all facts of 
communications. A heavy clamp- 
down by the FCC has warded off 
those interested in “DX” con- 
tacts, but nothing stops them 
from continuing in other ways. 
One of the biggest things indi- 
cating that they want to be as 
amateurs is the CB Club. Fellows 
who have ragchewed (like ama- 
teurs) on the air get together 
for nieetings (like amateurs) 
and discuss ideas for new activ- 
ity on the channels. 

As stated before, they are in- 
terested strictly in the operating 
side of things, for they cannot 
use ¢.w., so no code practice is 
in order; they cannot tamper 
with the rig’s circuitry, so theory 
is out, what is left? Rumors are 
circulating about an emergency 
system somewhat like the AREC, 
but, of course, on the citizen’s 
band. 

The FCC is rather stymied 
with the whole thing. They never 
expected the “service” to go into 
the system that it is now. With 
all the rigs in use, if they were 
to “kill” the band, they would 
certainly have a barrage of let- 
ters and angry persons to cope 
with as some have spent tidy 
sums on improving their stations. 

In one way, this service is 
beneficial to the amateur. It is 
keeping off the amateur band 
those persons who would be just 
“video rangers” and would en- 
deavor to learn the least neces- 
sary to pass their exams. The 
CB band is good enough for 
them and they don’t even have 
to open a book to get a license. 
They can join a CB club and have 
all kinds of fun without clutter- 
ing up our already over-croweded 
amateur bands; and leaving them 
open for those who are interest- 
ed in amateur radio as a hobby

CHARACTERS 
I HAVE KNOWN 


On graduation day at the 
United States Naval Academy in 
1922, a young midshipman walk- 
ed out into civilian life to become 
a world famous radio amateur 
and later as a Lieutenant Com- 
mander of the United States 
Naval Reserve Force, organized 
the very first Communications 
Reserve of the USNR in Winter 
Park and later moved to the 
Armory Building on Main Street 
in Orlando, Florida. 

Now, Lee, as he was known 
by his close friends, was a strict 
military man. His amateur ac- 
tivity, he kept rather secretive. 
One day he brought in a large 
package, set it down rather care- 
fully on the counter (at a store 
where I worked,) and asked me 
to have Harry (4WR) look it 
over. As I started to open the 
package, he said ‘“No—I’ll leave 
it’, “Rather people not know 
what it is’. “Just let me know 
when it’s ready and I[’ll pick it 
up’. Well it turned out to be a 
home made receiver and he just 
didn’t have time to repair it 
himself. Ping 

Lee was a very capable ama- 
teur, despite the above episode. 
He had a kilowatt homebuilt rig 
on 80 and 40 that would put 
anything in the country to 
shame. He built the first naval 
reserve station, 4NKF in Winter 
Park. This was the first and only 
three letter call in the fourth 
district in this day. We used to 
sign it “NKF—4” though this 
procedure was not exactly legal. 
You know, NKF was a famous 
naval statiz: in Annipolis, Md. 

Later, in 1926, Lee built the 
station in Orlando known the 
world over as NDL, later when 
the Naval Reserve caught on 
throughout the nation, the call 
was changed to NRRG. This was 
quite a rig, pair of 210’s as cry- 
stal oscillators driving a pair of 
203A’s back to back, self recti- 
fying, running about 250 watts. 

Now crystal control was brand 
new in those days, having been 
developed only the year before. 
The QST handbook showed the 
4XE crystal holder which Lee 
developed, for many years. He 
carried that holder in his pocket, 
and on occasions would grind on 
it in the back room of our shop. 
He came up with the secret form- 
ula that the holder had to be 
exactly 2 ounces in weight to 
properly hold the piezo rock in 
position. 

These rocks were very ex- 
pensive; this one cost $25 as sup- 
plied by the Central Scientific 
Company you finish the grind- 
ing. Lee eventually ground a

lot of them as the price gradual- 
ly dropped. He was the first to 
use a flash light bulb in series 
as a srystal curernt indictaor. He 
was the first to use a trick cir- 
cuit whereby the final was just 
on the verge of oscillating, and 
the crystal oscillator stage lock- 
ed in and controlled considerable 
power. This was quite a trick in 
it’s day. These old “Y” cut jobs 
were hotter than the later “X” cut 
crystals, but they had a mean 
habit of drifting when they were 
run too hard. The secret was to 
use them in a push pull circuit. 
This increased the duty cycle 2 to 
1, kept the crystal current the 
same, and established the output 
beyond realization. We _ even 
substituted coins as Buffalo 
Nickles for the plate holders and 
the circuit would still oscillate. 
Boy, this was something. 


Lee was a great antenna man. 
Working with close associates in 
the broadcast business, he came 
up with a center feed line an- 
tenna, which was to be re-dis- 
covered later and used by nearly 
100% of the hams in those days. 
The early naval reserve organi- 
zation enjoyed the fruits of his 
experimentation, though few re- 
alized he was directly respon- 
sible. 


After many years of Naval 
Reserve organization work and 
ham experimenting (4XE was an 
experimental call), Lee joined a 
hospital staff and contributed 
much to medicine in the study of 
bacteria bombarded with radio 
frequency. To me this was a 
noble gesture in his busy life as 
a vice president of a large fruit 
brokerage concern. The memory 
of William Justice Lee, W4XE 
will long be remembered. World 
War II called, and found in Lee, 
their Washington Liasion USN/ 
USNR Officer — the best. And 
this, ladies and gentlemen may 
be considered one of the highest 
and most respected office in the 
United States Navy, I know — 
because I was there.

VHF IN FLORIDA 


Allen A. Engleman, WW4RMU 

VHF activity continues’ to 
grow in this state. Many new 
stations have appeared on the 
scene this past year. Miami area 
alone can boast of over 300 on 
5OMC, and 144MC in that area 
is not far behind. The central 
part of the state has kept pace 
with the southern part. There is 
also some lecturers in the west- 
ern section, but the northern part 
has shown little if any increase. 
There are only about six active 
50MC stations and only one 144 
MC station. 


A large number of these new- 
comers to the VHF bands do not 
as yet realize the advantage of 
horizontally polarized beams, 
for working DX. This is an old 
story but with each crop of new 
comers it has to be told over a- 
gain. So when you begin to grow 
tired of working the same locals 
try putting up a good horizontal 
beam and reach out 100 or so 
miles and make new friends. It is 
quite surprising if you haven’t 
done it before. 

SSB is rapidly growing in pop- 
larity with the Miami area 
again taking the lead. They have 
SSB on all the VHF bands up to 
and ingluding 220MC. W4LIP 
and K4IFI had what was prob- 
ably the first SSB QSO on 220 
MC in Florida. W4LIP has long 
put an SSB sig into Jackson- 
ville on 50MC as K4IFI has done 
many times on 144MC. These 
are only two of a number of 
SSB gang on VHF in the Miami 
area. W4GJO and K4QHN are 
a couple of the SSB boys in 
Sarasota. Then there is W4AYV, 
Umatilla, who was probably the 
first SSB VHF station in Florida. 
He is putting out a hefty signal 
on 50MC these days. If you are 
interested in working the limit 
on extended ground wave try 
SSB . It is second only to CW 
and runs a fairly good race with 
that. 

K4QHN reports that he’s run- 
ing 600 watts P.E.P. to a pair 
of 826s on 50MC SSB. He reports 
working K4OCK and W4AVY 
on SSB. We have a report that 
at least on KP4 is on SSB and 
and that is KP4CK. 


K4VNA, Daytona Beach and 
his XYL W4IUR have six meter 
transceivers and are putting up 
6 element beams. Others in that 
area putting up beams are W4- 
NVV, W4BRP, K4UJW, and IK4- 
ANR. The local gang in Daytona 
Beach generally work around 
50,160. iWth activity like this 
springing up over the state pros- 
pects look better for state wide 
net. Don’t forget the state emer- 
gency frequencies are 50.250

\MATEUR RADIO CLUB of 
hich John is a life-long mem- 


ber, provided him with a surplus 
rig converted in such a manner 
that he could operate it. With 
this rig and a modest receiver, 
John was able to spend many 
hours with his friends on 40 
meters. Everything was fine and 
then suddenly the blow came. 
John’s mother passed away and 
with no one to care for him 
John was placed in the county 
hospital at Bartow, Fla. 


The loss of his mother, new 
unfamiliar surroundings, his 
close friends eighteen miles away 
and the loss of ham radio, his 
chief contact with the outside, 
his moral was dealt a staggering 
blow. 


During these first weeks and 
months, we did what we could to 
bolster John’s moral but with 
depressing results. Our progress 
was very slow but after a time 
we were successful in getting a 
two (2) meter rig placed in his 
ward. This rig was actually built 
into the receiver and was of 
necessity small due to staunch 
objections from the hospital 
management to any equipment 
regardless of how small it was. 
This rig permits John to QSO 
Bartow and Lake Wales stations 
but due to it’s low power isn’t 
really effective. It is a poor 
compromise for ham radio as he 


used to know it, when surround- 
ings were much more pleasant. 
Any equipment used for John 
must be compact and therefore 
the old converted surplus gear 
is unsuitable. 

We have been working on an 
idea for some time and are now 
ready to present it. We want to 
provide John with a new “store 
bought” rig that will permit him 
to work all bands with a fair 
amount of power. We have se- 
lected the new Gonset G-16 am 
tranceiver as the equipment best 
suited to the conditions. 


Here is where FLORIDA 
SKIP comes into the picture. 
The LAKE WALES AMATEUR 
RADIO CLUB has a roster of 
only 15 members. We earnestly 
solicit the aid of other clubs 
and hams and must have it if 
we are to do this thing for our 
fellow ham John K4HJV. Hams 
are noted for their unselfishness 
and willingness to help a friend. 
Amateur radio has a reputation 
of always producinb in a time 
of need for those who are unable 
to help themselves. Here is a 
real opportunity to help a very 
deservinb person, not someone 
over on the other side of the U.S.

If each of you could visit 
John you could not help but ex- 
perience the feeling that you 
have a great deal to be thankful 
for and that it would help a lot 
if there were just something you 
could do for him that would 
help John. The next time it might 
be a member of your club that 
needs the help. We think it would 
be a terrific idea to promote a 
continuing fund for this sort of 
thing and are giving a bit of 
thought to it, but for the moment 
we are concerned with getting 
John re-acquainted with his old 
buddies and giving him a new 
lease on life.

We will 
make the installation of the 
equipment. So come on fella’s, 
kick in and lets see how quick 
we can get John back on the air.

It is not more 
rugged than the 6146. 

Our design engineers indicate 
that if the 6293 were to be rated 
for modulator, phone, and cw 
service, it would not withstand 
any highere ratings than those 
for the 6146. In fact, the ratings 
and typical operating values 
would have to be the same as 
for the 6146. There is no engin- 
eering reason why the 6293 will 
give any better performance than 
the 6146.

COUNTING NET TRAFFIC 


I have been asked to give a 
brief description of the rules 
pertaining to just what traffic 
can be counted on a net, and al- 
though various items on this 
subject have appeared from time 
to time in QSL I know of no spot 
where the total sum of the in- 
formation can be had in one 
piece. 


FIRST, each piece of traffic 
counted must be in full and 
complete standard message form 
—which automatically rules out 
contacts, phone patches, or just 
plain QSO’s. 


SECOND, the traffic must 
have been handled during the net 
session, i. e. from the time the 
net is opened by the NCS until 
the net is closed by the NCS. 


THIRD, A piece of traffic is 
counted as one message, even 
though the receiving station has 
had help from other than the 
transmitting station. Relays of a 
piece of traffic within the net 
do not add to the net total as 
only one ipece of traffic was 
handled. 


FOURTH, a broadcast to an 
entire net is counted as ONE. 
Some nets have built up their 
count by counting each broad- 
cast to the net as being the num- 
ber of stations who receipted for 
the message — obviously a net 
could build up a terrific count in 
this manner — fifty stations 
copying one broadcast each night 
for thirty nights would total 
1500 messages, which is one heck 
of a lot of traffic considering 
that only 30 messages were ac- 
tually handled. 


FINALLY, in order that there 
be some semblance of actual 
traffic handled reported to 
PANN, it is requested that all 
reports for publication use the 
above system, or an explanation 
be given on just what is counted. 


There will most likely be some 
net managers who will agree with 
the above system — but that is 
to be expected. However, you can 
count your traffic anyway you 
please, as long as excessive traf- 
fic reported shows just what is 
being counted.

“OLD TIMERS -CHAIR” 
Ed G. Raser, W2ZI 
Radio Pioneer 


“51 Years of Amateur Radio” 

Here is the story of one ham 
who @as really lived a_ half 
century of amateur : radig, it 
dominating most of his waking 
hours and has provided a voca- 
tion as well. 

Experimenting with coherer 
detecting devices as early as 
1908, and having joined up with 
Hugo Gernsback’s ‘Wireless 
Ass’n. of America”, by 1910 he 
had worked 10 miles with % 
inch spark coil, home made tuner, 
a hunk of silicon and 75 ohm 
bi-polar-veceiver. The call letters 
were | then“ “RE” his initials re- 
versed! re 

After the Radio Law of 1912, 
being a good citizen he made his 
appearance at the Phila. Navy 
Yard and took the examination 
for an Amateur First Class tick- 
et. He recalls it was signed by 
Lieut. S. S. Payne, USN, as the 
Navy was then the only govern- 
ment agency authorized to ad- 
minister the New Law and give 
examinations. His brand-new call 
letters were now “3NG.” In 1915 
he was working 400 miles with a 
Packard % kw. spark rig, using 
only a galena detector and home- 
made loose coupler for receiving! 

The impending war in Europe 
put an end to all this, so not 
to be completely frustrated he 
joined up with Unk Sam’s Navy 
and served a 3 year hitch as 
wireless-man aboard ship and at 
naval shore stations. During this 
period while on duty at Cape 
May Naval Air Station he in- 
stalled and “test hopped” the 
very first 1/4 kw 500 cycle spark 
sets ever to go aloft in an aero- 
plane, and using a long trailing 
wire antenna. Other duty sta- 
tions were aboard the SC-144 
on sub-patrol and later radio 
operator at land stations NAI, 
NAH and NSD. 

In the meantime Ed had joined 
up with the then newly organized 
American Radio Relay League, 
in 1915 to be exact. He became 
the 381st member and now there 
are some 75,000! He immediately 
became active in relay and traf- 
fic work, his first assignment 
being on old Trunk Line ‘“C’’, be- 
tween Boston and Washington, 
D.C. in May 1916. He was one of 
the very first ORS appointees 
in 1922, and now having held all 
of the ARRL field appointments 
and that of Director of the At- 
lantic Division in later years. 

His work in traffic alone re- 
presents some 45 years contin- 
uous service to the public and 
amateur radio. 


Having received his 1st Class 
Commercial Telegraph license at 
the age of 17, he was to serve on 
land, sea and in the air as a 
commercial wireless operator 
through-out the years, working 
for such early operating com- 
panys as United Wireless, May- 
coni Ca., Kilbourne & Clark, 
United Fruit, U.S. Shipping 
Board and the Columbian Line. 

As a pioneer broadcast engi- 
neer in 1922, he was to establish 
WMAL, Trenton’s first station, 
and _later designed and _ con- 
structed the cities first 500 watt 
broadcaster, WOAX, which was 
considered high power at the 
time. 

Passing through all the various 
stages of spark transmissions, 
and ending up with a big roaving 
sine-gap rotary spark, which 
was abondoned in late 1923 . . 
the end of an era! Then came 
the 5watts Colpits and “TNT” 
CW circuits with basket weave 
and honey-comb tuners, which 
all led up to the present pretty 
desk top gear of today. 

Early amateur calls held have 
been 3NG, 3CS and 3ZI, which 
was at that time known as a 
“Special Land Station”, one of 
the very few original “Z” calls 
on the air today. He also claims 
a record of being on the air 
continuously since his early 
days! 

Ed has found time to be active 
ni radio club work, along with 
his many on the air activities. 
Serving as Secretary to the early 
YMCA Radio Club in 1915, the 
Trenton Radio Ass’n. in 1920 
and co-founder of The Delaware 
Valley Radio Ass’n., Inc., now in 
its 31st year of existance. He is 
also a member of the Radio 
Club of America (world’s first 
radio organization) Life Mem- 
ber — QWCA, 40 Year OOTC, 
VWOA, Charter Member of the 
DeForest Pioneers and Senior 
member I.R.E. Still holds his 
Commercial Radiotelegraph 1st 
Class ticket and an Amateur 
Extra Class of early issue. He has 
been cited 5 times for the ARRL 
Public Service Award, the DVRA 
Silver Cup Award for 25 years 
Faithful Service, Achievement 
Statuette from the Conamaugh 
Valley Radio Ass’n., and the A-1 
Operator Certificate. 

Ed is probably best known for 
his large collection of antique 
wireless appartus and_ instru- 
ments. A radio historical library 
of some 300 volumes dating back 
to 1890, on subjects of the wire- 
less art. Tis Wireless Museum is 
open to all visitors. Everyone 
is welcome to stop and visit this 
unique collection, now located at 
19 Blackwood Dr. Trenton 8,

HINT AND KINK 


Any beam antenna is tuned 
best for only one frequency but 
can be tuned for several fre- 
quencies, after adding a variable 
condenser and a home _ brew 
clutch operated from the ground. 

If your beam antenna has a 
rotor motor and a hollow mast 
from the meter to the beam, then 
just run a one-eighth inch rod 
through that mast to a simple 
clutch made of plastic the shape 
of a two prong fork. It will en- 
gage the rotor know on the vari- 
able condenser which is narrow 
enough to fit loosely between 
the two prongs. A non inductive 
spring should be used to engage 
the clutch and a nylon cord to 
pull from the ground (or sole- 
niod) to disengage the clutch.

A THOUGHT FOR 
TRAFFICKERS 


This could be titled ‘Florida 
oes Modern’ but until we have 
made greater progress this will 
mot be entirely true. I am re- 
ferring to closer cooperation be- 
tween HF and VHF nets in the 
ovement of traffic to and from 
all points. A great deal depends 
on the continuing establishment 
and constant improvement of 
VHF traffic nets. These nets can 
be a vital link between HF net 
terminals and points in a con- 
siderable area surrounding such 
terminals. At present most of 
this traffic is being mailed. 
Keeping in mind that emergency 
and traffic operations are one 
and the same it behooves us to 
establish as soon as possible as 
omplete coverage by radio as 
it is possible to achieve. Having 
to resort to mail delivery in an 
bmergency is a sickening 
thought. 
_ Many VHF nets that are pre- 
sently meeting only as emer- 
Bency nets about once a week 
will find that interest in par- 
icipation would increase to a 
ore frequent basis were traf- 
ic handling possible and the 
opportunity to increase the ef- 
ficiency of nets, NCS and their 
embers would thus be present- 
ed. After all, in an emergency 
you will be called upon to handle 
uch traffic and I am sure that 
you would like to know at all 
imes that you are equipped to 
Ho it well. 

A few examples of how close 
ooperation between HF and 
HF traffic handlers will af- 
ord a considerable increase in 
he radio handling of messages 
o their destinations are as fol- 
ows. There are, of course, many 
ore which have not come to my 
attention: 

K4SJH (HF) with K4BZ 
VHF — BZ handled 451 for 
february on 6. 

K4LNG (VHF) with Miami 
F stations to a tune of over 
200.

Monitoring of MARS. fre- 
quencies coupled with a new 
crop of complaints from several 
areas reveals that a few MARS 
members are still tuning and 
testing on MARS frequencies 
without any apparent regard to 
operations in progress on the 
frequency. 


As most amateurs have learn- 
ed, the fact that you cannot hear 
anyone on the frequency does 
not mean that no one is there. 
Tuning and testing during the 
last few minutes of an hour in- 
variably interrupts a net in pro- 
gress and robs that net of time 
which is rightfully theirs. During 
the opening of each net the 
NCS provides time for net sta- 
tions to tune up. If this time is 
not sufficient the use of a dum- 
my load is recommended. Pre- 
recorded transmitters settings 
can also be used to shorten tun- 
ing time. 

Strict compliance with correct 
procedure in this matter will 
benefit not only other MARS 
nets but also the net of which 
you are a member. New Subject 
last weeks broadcast should have 
been numbered 47.

minimum confusion. Additiona: 
traffic nets may be  founc 
necessary or perhaps a _ bette 
control system worked out. 

c—to give net control stations 
the opportunity to perfect thier 
system of control and movement 
of traffic, not under the usua’ 
daily traffic conditions, but un- 
der a constant heavy load suck 
as would be experienced during 
the emergency conditions which 
are constantly training  our- 
selves to handle. 

If all traffickers would bear 
in mind that our daily efforts are 
only rehearsals for the real thing 
and will consider ANY type o 
message as a tool to hike . 
proficiency we would be ready 
for ANY situation. Net Man- 
agers please consider the train- 
ing om many operators as NCS. 
Yuor net is only as good as your 
control. Good net operation i 
good emergency operation. ‘Nuff 
caid. Thanks CU next month. 73

BIG STUFF 


WASHINGTON. The gap in 
the Navy silent satellite detec- 
tion system stretching across the 
Southern United States will be 
plugged this year by a 560,000 
watt transmitter — one of the 
world’s largest. 

This was disclosed at the com- 
missioning of the Navy Space 
Surveillance Facility at Dahl- 
gren, Va., last week, when it was 
placed under the operational con- 
rtol of the North American Air 
Defense Command. 

The 560 kw transmitter will be 
built under the Naval Research 
Laboratory direction in North- 
central Texas, 35 miles from 
Wichita Falls. It will be five 
times as powerful as the largest 
TV transmitter and will feed one 
of the world’s largest antennas, 
officials said. 

The transmitter of the eastern 
and western Spasur complexes 
are only 50 kw in power. Each 
complex has two 108 me receiv- 
ers. 

The new transmitter is being 
provided by RCA and the An- 
tenna System, Inc. designed the 
mile-long transmitting antenna.

FCC FIGURES 


From ARRL’s Official Obsery- 
er Bulletin we learn: The FCC 
report for fiscal year 1960 shows 
217,102 amateur stations author- 
ized, an increase of 21,326. for 
the year ending June 30th last. 
The number of operators is esti- 
mated at 206,000. 


The FCC Field Engineering and 
Monitoring Bureau maintains 31 
enforcement officers, 18 monitor- 
inf stations, and the 10 primary 
stations give 24-hour-per-day sur- 
veillance of the radio spectrum. 
42 investigative, 9 test and 2 
microwave cars make specialized 
inspections, conduct signal anal- 
ysis, investigations of unlicensed 
stations and solutions of inter- 
ference cases. 


A 6-year program is nearly 
completed to equip all monitoring 
stations with automatic _long- 
range direction finders. 


The FCC report mentioned that 
citations issued to amateurs num- 
bered 5,417. During the year 
there were 21 amateur operator 
license suspension proceedings; 
23 licenses were revokd.

Do not change the original 'Set- 
ting of the BFO pitch control 
during the zeroing process. Most 
equipment shifts frequency 
slightly during warm up so your 
frequency should occasionally be 
rechecked.

NOW OR NEVER 


Donna has stimulated interest 
in emergency communications. 
The two prime factors involved 
are: experienced operators and 
stations capable of operation un- 
der adverse conditions. The latter 
is beyond the reach of some, but 
the first factor is available to 
every amateur. 

Almost all emergency commu- 
nication is effected by a stra- 
tegically located group of sta- 
tions operating together in a con- 
trolled and well disciplined net- 
work, passing formal radiogram 
traffic. Hence, and experienced 
operator is one who is sufficiently 
acquainted with net procedure to 
participate in such a net with 
maximum efficiency and mini- 
mum interference, and intimate 
with the transmission and re- 
ception of standard form radio- 
gram traffic. 

These qualifications can best 


be had by active participation 


in traffic nets; daily or as often 
as possible. At least listen to a 
net and observe carefully the 
procedures. Originate a message 
to a friend and pass it for pract- 
ice. Even if you have to pass it 
on the landline to another ham 
do it. 


Anything to keep your tech- 
nique from getting rusty will 
help. Possibly your help will be 
desperately needed this summer. 
You will be eager to help. But 
without experience, your useful- 
ness is reduced and your partici- 
pation in an emergency net 
would result in lost time and con- 
fusion, in some instances — 
momentary chaos.

| Pat Ferro, W4WAQ 
““SIDEBAND ON THE MOVE” 


Easter Sunday gave a new lift 
to the 6 Meter Band, and provided 
some renewed interest and a real 
treat to the SSB boys. 

The Band opened to Argentina 
and Uraguay at about 1645, and 
closed in approximately 30 min- 
utes. 

Six LU’s were heard with good 
copy and 2 CX’s also gave good 
copy. 

At 1900 K4OCK and K4DI, 2 
Miami Sideband stations, were 
chewing the rag when they were 
joined by W4WAQ, also in Miami. 
The QSO was centered about 
Jack, K4OCK’s new Kilowatt 
6N2 Thunderbolt Linear with a 
real potent signal. In a matter 
‘of minutes, the three Sidebands

TO ADVANCE THE ART 


Over the past years many 
things that would help amateur 
radio have been advocated and 
a few have been almost univers- 
ally accepted — some not quite 
as much as others, and of course 
not without some struggle on 
the part of the ones who first 
advocated the ideas. 

During the past couple of 
months there has been a rapid 
advance toward the adoption of 
the use of Greenwich Mean Time 
by all amateurs due, as far as 
I can see, from the Hallicrafter 
ads in the various radio maga- 
zines and most notably in QST. 
Undoubtedly the national cover- 
age of such magazines have a lot 
to do with the rapidity of adop- 
tion of an idea, for PANN start- 
ed years ago with articles urging 
troffic handlers, at least, to adopt 
GMT for their schedules, and 
finally got to the point where it 
was mentioned at rare intervals. 
What with QST shifting to GMT 
in the W1AW sked lists and giv- 
ing nothing but GMT in the an- 
nual list of nets, it looks as 
though the amateur will finally 
get on a universal time. As you 
know, the nets listings in PANN 
now carry the GMT and not the 
various other times that could 
be used, confusing as they are. 
Most Net Managers now show 
their net times in GMT on the 
report sheet which is used to 
report news to PANN. Now that 
GMT is getting the use it should, 
perhaps it is time for us to re- 
vive something else that could 
do more for the traffic handler 
than anything else we could men- 
tion. 

Some years ago, W70OE came 
up with the idea of we amateurs 


monitoring our “Calling and 
Emergency” frequencies (you 
know, that list of frequencies 


carried in the Operating News 
portion of QST each month), 
YB’s idea being to use these 
frequencies as a calling only fre- 
quency and once contact is made 
to shift to some other spot for 
the actual QSO. Quite a few 
pages on the idea were printed 
in PANN and some notice of it 
was made in QST, but the vast 
majority of amateurs paid little, 
if any, attention to the idea. Ac- 
tually, the idea was not new with 
YB, as he will readily admit, as 
it has been in use world-wide by 
ships for many, many years — 
the Navy has its calling fre- 
quencies — and it has been used 
by other branches of the mili- 
tary for a good many years. 
However, ships at sea, ships of 
any nationality have long used 
500 kes as a calling frequency 
and once the contact is made a 


shift is made to another fre- 
quency to handle traffic. All 
ships and all shore stations stand 
guard on 5030 kes for distress 
traffic, and there are probably 
more receivers tuned to that one 
frequency than to any other in 
the whole spectrum. So why 
should not the amateur have his 
calling frequency for the same 
use—the frequencies are already 
set aside — 3550, 3875, 7100, 
7250, 14050, 14225, 21400, 28100, 
29640, 50550 and 145350 for the 
United States and for Canada 
3535, 3765, 7050, 14060, 14160 and 
28250. 


For ordinary CQs one would 
do the same as now, but for con- 
tacting any particular place or 
any certain station, calls would 
be made on the “C & E” fre- 
quency of the band in which the 
station wanted was known to be 
most active — just a 3x8 call 
and a long enough listening 
period to be sure they had had 
time enough to fire up their 
transmitter. While the obvious 
advantage of this system is ap- 
parent in the getting of traffic 
closer to its destination without 
too much calling, just imagine 
the advantages in cases of emer- 
gency. One call and you would be 
practically assured of getting 
hold of some station. If, as it is 
in the shipboard radio shakes, it 
were universally adopted by the 
amateurs, it would mean that 
every receiver that was not ac- 
tually in use in a QSO would be 
tuned to one of the “C & EK” fre- 
quencies—thousands of receivers 
set to predetermined frequencies 
waiting for a call. 


However, it must be remember- 
ed that these frequencies are to 
b usd for CALLING only — no 
QSOs at all are to be carried on 
the frequency once contact 
has been made the stations move 
to another spot to carry out their 
QSO, no matter how short they 
expect it to be—thus leaving the 
calling frequency open for any 
other station who wishes to call. 
Also, the ordinary CQ calling 
would be made on other than the 
“C&E” frequencies — just the 
same as it is now done, with the 
“C&E” frequencies used for di- 
rectional or specific place calls. 


It is hoped that more atten- 
tion will be paid to this plan in 
the coming year and that it will 
at some close date become stand- 
ard practice with the serious 
amateurs — the apparent advant- 
ages are so great that W70OE’s 
plan should go into effect as soon 
as possible — any delay is just 
time lost. Why not get your net 
members to guard the “C&R” 
frequency in the band in which

MOBILES GO RADAR. 


FROM THE PRESS: North 


Tonawanda, N.Y. (UPI) — An 
electronics firm here has devel- 
oped an “ultimate weapon” for 
the motorist an anti-radar 
radar device which can be mount- 
ed in an automobile to seek out 
and “neutralize” radar speed 
traps. 

Providing the motorist with 
what in effect is his own Distant 
Early Warning (DEW) system 
against surprise attack, the gad- 
get is being marketed by Rada- 
tron Inc. under the name “radar 
sentry.” 


It weights 11 ounces, is battery 
operated and small enough to fit 
in the palm of the hand. It can 
“feel” radar impulses focusing 
in on a moving auto from 1,200 
to 1,500 feet away — about a. 
thousand feet before the critical 
point where a police monitor 
can start to measure accurately 
the speed of the “target”. 


The advance warning would be 
enough for all but the most de- 
termined speeders to slow down 
before they are “fixed” by radar. 

William L. Waytena, 33, gen- 
eral manager and founder of 
Radatron, said radar sentry was_ 
developed in response to numer- 
ous complaints about the way 
police in some areas “use radar 
to collect revenues.” 


“We have received hundreds of 
letters, especially from the South, 
complaining against the uncouth 
tactics of police in hiding their 
radar installations in trees or 
bushes or stopping motorists go- 
ing only one or two miles over 
the speed limit,” Waytena said.

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OLD TIMERS CHAIR 


Our Old Timers Chair column 
takes us all the way to San 
Gabriel, California, the home of 
Raymond E. Meyers whose call 
is W6MLZ. 

“Heinie” is the Southwestern 
Division Director of ARRL, a 
member of the Executive Com- 
mittee, Chairman of the member- 
ship and publications committee 
and a man dedicated to exploiting 
Ham Radio for the benefit of the 
rest of the world. 

lteawase back in 1910 that 
“Heinie”, with his brother, start- 
ed operating on 300 meters in 
Brooklyn, N.L. Their self-selected 
call was 2MI. They helped set 
up the old Erasmus High School 
rig with 20C as the call. A QSO 
Yonkers, some twenty miles 
away was good DX. 

In 1912 he left his job as the 
youngest man on the staff of 
Commercial Cable Company and 
came to Florida for Henry Flag- 
ler the railroad magnate, to ex- 
ploit Miami, during which time 
he drifted over to Miami Beach 
to do odd jobs as WST which 
was under construction. 

Two years later, a destroyer 
squadron visited Miami to show 
off the Navy to the winter visi- 
tors and one “tin can” had no 
electrician or radio operator as 
one man did both jobs. “Heinie”’ 
made the trip back north as a 
civilian volunteer. He liked the 
trip so much, he joined the Navy 
in 1914 to take a new course call- 
ed “Wireless”. 

His Navy career found him on 
submarines, destroyers, torpedo 
boats, cruisers, battleships, air- 
eraft and even the old dynamite 
ship the ‘“Vesuvious’” which 
could run faster astern than a- 
head. His first four years of duty 
included service on 26 ships and 
one shores tation. As there were 
only about 20 good operators in 
the whole Atlantic Fleet, he 
would no sooner put into port 
than he would go right back to 
sea to serve on another ship that 
badly needed an operator. 

“Heinie’ was one of the few 
men in those days to make Chief 
on his first cruise. He says it 
was by accident that he plunged 
into a flaming powder magazine 
at Newport and pulled out two 
survivors, one totally blind and 
the other recently retired—but 
still alive. His skipper convinced 
him he should give up a good 
job as Chief Electrician of the 
American Engineering Co. in 
Philadelphia and re-enlist. 

After going through World 
War I with the destroyers off 
Queenstown, the old Navy Pa- 
trol planes stationed near Bor- 
deaux, a d/f station near St. 


Nazaire, “Heinie’” made six or 
seven trivs from France to New 
York on the troop transport 
“Floridian”. The Navy took note 
of his ability and sent him to 
NBD, Bar Harbor as Chief in 
charge of the Ship-Shore circuit. 
Two of his gang are living in 
Florida today. They are W4TR, 
L. W. Dufresne in Pahokee and 
George Best in Ft. Lauderdale. 


Later, he rejoined the fleet as 
Staff Assistant to Admirals A. H. 
Robertson, S. S. Robinson and 
other famous names. It was on 
the old Seattle that “Heinie” first 
met Fred Schnell, W4CF and 
Colonel E. White, an Ensign in 
the Supply Corps and who’s sig- 
nature later appeared on many 
ham tickets for years. 


To help an old friend, W3DQ, 
he retired from the Navy to take 
a post as Chief Engineer of 
WDEL. He took a leave of ab- 
sence from this job to join Sir 
Hubert Wilkins on the first at- 
tempt to reach the North Pole 
aboard the submarine Nautilus 
in 1931. Returning from the ice 
packs, he was awarded the In- 
ternation Gold Medal for the 
outstanding radio work of the 
year and was sent to NBC’s 
WBZ-WBZA where he was master 
of ceremonies for three com- 
mercial andone sustaining pro- 
grams only to take leave to join 


the LeCato—Williamson Amazon 


expedition. 

A plane crash put “Heinie” in 
the Philadelphia naval hospital 
for nine months where he was 
advised to go to California 
(should have been Florida) for 
the sunshine. He operated KPH, 
changed his call from W3AJZ 
to W6MLZ in 1935 and shortly 
afterward was apvointed Chief 
Radio Inspector at Maye Island 
Navy Yard. Along came the war 
and after a few hectic days at 
Pearl Harbor, Midway and Coral 
Sea, he was picked by Admiral 
Nimitz to be his representative 
on the West Coast to expedite 
the flow of radio, radar and so- 
nar equipment to the fleet. He 
established the electronics pools 
for the entire Pacific Ocean area 
and retired the second time in 
1947, accepting the appointment 
as Superintendent of Police (com- 
munciations) for the city of 
Vallejo. While there, he formed 
several radio clubs and _ served 
as President of the Bay Area 
Council of Clubs. He moved to 
Southern California in 1951 and 
joined Lockheed Aircraft as 
Manager of Radio Operations and 
Facilities. ' 

“Heinie” has served with the 
Los Angeles Council of Clubs 
as Vice Chairman, President of 
the Lockheed Ham Club, the 50 
Club of California, the Ramona 
Club,, active in Boy Scout affairs 
and was appointed Chairman, 


Amateur Committee of the 9th. 
Plenary Assembly of CCIR by 
the State Department. He made 
history with the Special Events 
station K6USA. Congress passed 
a bill permitting foreign ama- 
teurs to operate this station, the 
White House opened the Plenary 
assembly via Ham Radio, six 
countries permitted third party 
traffic to and from K6USA and 
since that time five new countries 
have been added. 


His efforts have brought about 
a weekly newspaper column with 
a large Los Angeles paper that 
won him an official commenda- 
tion from the Navy Department. 
He has instigated several TV 
shows and made arrangements 
for others exploiting the Hams. 
His memberships include the De- 
forest Pioneers, The Old Timers, 
The Old, Old Timers, QCWA, 
AFCEA, APCO, IMSA and IRE. 
He is Vice President of AFCEA 
and Chairman of the 11th. Radio 
District CIC.

THE PROPER 
TRAFFIC COUNT 


The best way to explain the 
counting of traffic is by example. 
K4SJH originated 10 messages. 
This means that I affixed my 
station number and call on a 
message given to me for trans- 
and sent it by amateur radio. 
This includes messages refiled 
from MARS circuits contrary to 
what many think. You are or- 
iginating this type of message 
ON AMATEUR CIRCUITS. 

Next, I received, via amateur 
radio, 65 messages regardless of 
what I did with them later. Now, 
from this 65 received, 1 relayed 
55 of them by AMATEUR RA- 
DIO. 5 of the 65 received were 
addressed to my home QTH. 
These can be counted only as re- 
ceived traffic since I do not de- 
liver to myself. The remaining 5 
were delivered to their addres- 
sees by hand, mail, telephone or 
carrier pigeon, etc. These were 
counted as delivered traffic. 


Then carefully add them up 
and report the 135 total figure. 
We have had to come up with 
(or obtain) decisions on unusual 
situations and here are some; 
we want fair traffic to retain 
its’ identification as such by car- 
rying the fair station number. 
Some of these are picked up by 
individual stations, hand carried 
to their QTH and transmitted 
over their stations. Since these 
will carry the fair stations num- 
ber and call they will be counted 
as relays only. 

It would not be right to permit 
them to be counted as origina- 
tions since the BPL would not 
be an earned one because no 
effort was required to obtain the 
originations. 

Official Bulletin Stations may 
count each time they send a bul- 
letin as an origination since they 
had to send it and the effort was 
put forth. This may sound un- 
usual I know but it did require 
work and credit should be given 
for it. Any other puzzling situa- 
tions should be referred to me. 
If I can’t give you the answer I 
will find it for you — promptly. 

I would like very much for 
amateurs to report as I have 
outlined above. No matter how 
unimportant you may think it is 
or if you do not do so because you 
cannot understand something 
about it PLEASE let me know. 
Each query will be answered on 
thes pot when received. We are 
so very anxious to show the true 
traffic picture in Florida — to 
vive full credit to our efforts and 
to show those who control our 
destiny as amateurs that they did 
not make a mistake in going to 


MORE CW 

OPERATORS NEEDED 
Sometime ago I invited a 
Florida ham — a fine ew opera- 


tor — to check into QFN, the 
Florida CW traffic net when he 
could because we needed more 
operators, and particularly sta- 
tions from this area.

It ain’t easy to 
get BPL. You can even keep 
“score” — your monthly traffic 
count. 


Try it sometime yourself, if 
you aren’t already a net regular.

The first report from this 
well populated area was trans- 
mitted by amateur radio opera- 
tors Ralph “Red” Hollis, A Palm 
Beach fireman and Forrest Dona, 
a Pompano civil engineer, who, 
from their station 4AFC in Palm 
Beach were on the air from 7:30 
a.m. Monday and maintained day 
and night service until Thursday. 
During the first 72 hours of this 
time the two operators were with- 
out sleep.” (p. 74) 

Gov. Martin “My first 
information regarding the seri- 
ousness of the storm was received 
Wednesday a.m. from West Palm 
Beach to Tallahassee via opera- 
tors in Moultrie, Asheville, N.C., 
and Lima, Ohio who picked it up. 
Newspapers are not reporting 
the seriousness of the situation 
Meee (DELS) 

“In Belle Glade two Tampa 
Legionaires, Don Thompson and 
George Cartee had set up radio 
station 4CV, which rendered in- 
valuable service until the 30th, 
when telegraphic service was re- 
stored to Canal Point.” ( p 81-82)

SCMs CORNER 
A. Hame, K4SJH 


Greetings once again fellow 
amateurs and ulcer manufactur- 
ers. It is a bit of a problem -to 
come up with a suitable subject 
for discussion when very little 
has been heard from the gang. 
This time I believe we have one 
which needs repeating and some 
expansion. 

With apologies beforehand to 
DXers, Rag Chewers, etc., please 
let me talk once again about 
traffic handling and REPORT- 
ING. 


The submission of Activity Re- 
ports (Form 1) has, I must ad- 
mit, increased to a marked degree 
but there still are so many that 
must feel that their little contri- 
butions can’t mean much to the 
overall total. How wrong can you 
be. I received a total of 57 re- 
ports both by radio and mail for 
the month of March 1961. I 
think that we will all have to 
agree that there must be well 
over 100 active traffickers in 
Eastern Florida. Just look at the 
net lists and then add 20% for 
those who don’t pass traffic 
(formal, that is) on nets at all 
but do so by direct contact. No 
matter how you pass it, it still 
counts in our total JUST AS 
LONG AS IT WAS DONE US. 
ING ARRL FORMAL TRAFFIC 
PROCEDURE in writing it up. 
If you don’t have it, this informa- 
tion is available in the back of 
your handbook or in the ARRL 
booklet “How to operate an ama- 
teur radio station” which is avail- 
able by dropping me a card or 
radiogram. 


Here is something that may 
make traffickers and others who 
are proud of their home state 
feel pretty good. Florida, for 
1960, tied for first place in traf- 
fic handling, nationwide, with 
Eastern Penna. You may say 
“sow hat” but when you consider 
that the top traffic handler in 
the country, Mae Burke W3CUL 
is in this Eastern Penna. section, 
then you have something to be 
proud of. 


Now, at the risk of being ac- 
cused as greedy, let me give you 
something to think about. We 
did this even though only half of 
our traffickers reported their 
activities. Wonder what it would 
look like if ALL traffic handlers 
sent in their reports. It’s so 
danged easy and takes about five 
minutes. You can send it by radio 
or use the form provided for this 
purpose and if you are real eager 
to please, send in both the radio

CD ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


For the first time in living 
memory, all four top ARRL of- 
ficials in Florida were gathered 
together under one roof during 
a meeting in Jacksonville in 
March.

The committee appointed by 
State CD Director H. W. Tark- 
ington “to study and analyze the 
emergency capabilities and limi- 
tations of existing communica- 
tions systems and other commu- 
nications media and to develop 
procedures for the effective co- 
ordination of total communica- 
tions resources for emergency 
action in national or natural dis- 
aster situations.” : 


The first meeting naturally 
produced nothing very concrete 
in the way of results. However, 
more than half the meeting was 
devoted to discussions of Ama- 
teur Radio’s part in emergency 
comunications. 


SECs W4IYT and W4MLE 
were appointed co-chairmen of 
a committee on Amateur Radio 
Comunications. Two other com- 
mittees also were appointed, on 
public safety and land lines. 


No date was set for the next 
meeting. However chairman W4- 
UHY said he would call one be- 
fore the next hurricane season 
and indicated that meetings 
would be called at least three 
times per year.
